H alf-brothers Joshua 
G. and Jeffery G.— 
bred by Jason 
Cole out of Search for 
Reality—competed in the 
2019 Maryland Hunt Cup, 
prompting some research 
into how common —or 
uncommon —the feat 
was. Cobbled together by 
Cindy Deubler, Margaret 
Worrall, Barrie Reightler 
and Joe Clancy, we give 
you an incomplete (if 
thorough) Maryland Hunt 
Cup pedigree history les¬ 
son. 

In 1902 and 1903, fun- 
siblings Tom Firr and Kathleen (by Jake 
Shipsey out of Fashion) ran in the race. 
They finished third and fourth, both years. 
Also in 1903, fun-brothers Tom Clark 
(who finished second) and in Used (who 
fell) competed. 

In 1920, half-brothers Flashy Jake and 
Jack Senhouse ran in the race. 

In the 1980s, broodmare Our Ivory 
Tower was represented by Hunt Cup start¬ 
ers Our Chmber and Our Steeplejack. Bred 
by Nancy Hannum, the fun-brothers (by 
Fern Dancer) raced against each other in 
1985, when Our Steeplejack won and Our 
Chmber finished fourth. 

Also in the 1980s, Miss Milt staked her 
claim as the best Hunt Cup broodmare as 


other a daughter of Jack 
Hardy. 

Hunt Cup sire lines 
would be even more prob¬ 
lematic to track, but a few 
notable achievements. 

The great Man o’ War 
sired Blockade, the only 
horse to win Hunt Cups 
in three consecutive years 
(1938-40). 

Petee-Wrack sired the 
winners of four Hunt Cups 
- in five years as his sons 
§ Peterski (1948) and Pine 

I Pep (1949, 1950, 1952) 

were victorious. Peterski 
was himself the sire of 
Mainstay, who finished second to Fluctuate 
in the Hunt Cups of 1959 and 1960, the 
mare Golden Fly, third in 1959, and Sir 
George, second to Mountain Dew in 1965. 
Whhe we’re here, Golden Fly’s daughter 
Perfect Cast placed in three consecutive 
Hunt Cups —seconds to the great *Ben 
Nevis II in 1977 and 1978 and third to 
*Dosdi in 1979. Peterski also sired Our 
Ivory Tower. 

Cormac was pulled up in the 1949 Hunt 
Cup, but became a sought-after Hunt Cup 
sire thanks to winners Morning Mac (1970 
and 1973) and Burnmac (1974). Another 
son of Cormac, Eastmac, finished second 
in 1973 and 1974 giving Cormac back-to- 
back exacta finishes. 


Half-brothers

her sons Bewley’s Hill and Freeman’s Hill 
won the race in 1984 and 1988 respec¬ 
tively. Bred in Pennsylvania by Jill Fanning, 
the sons of *Mystic II never clashed in 
the same race though a third full-brother 
Onamystic started alongside Bewley’s Hill 
in 1987. 

Bug Eyed Betty produced dual Hunt 
Cup winner Bug River (2004 and 2006) and 
two-time starter Bug Eyed Willy. 

For a time, a mare named Stella appeared 
to be the dam of three-time Hunt Cup 
winners Garry Oweib(1901, 1902, 1907) 
and Princeton (19£jj|, 1905, 1906). Each 
was out of a mare' named Stella, but alas 
there were two St^llas/at the time—one a 
daughter of Hunter’s ‘ Lexington and the

Royal Delta also won the Black-Eyed 
Susan as well as back-to-back runnings of 
the Delaware Handicap. Richmond, Va., 
native Chenery established the famed 
Meadow Stud in Virginia.

Stakes, breaking the Dahlia Turf Course 
mark of 1:01.25 set by Mendassity on Oct. 
5, 2013. Derrick Parram sent out his own 
Seeking the Sunset to record a new mark 
of 1:40.26 for Wu miles (with the rail set at 
52 feet) April 22 in a starter allowance. 
Bloomfield Farm’s Wet Your Whistle ran 
5M> furlongs in 1:00.74, setting an Exceller 
Turf Course record. The previous mark of 
1:01.05 was set by Tommie’s Star Sept. 8, 
2007. And Caves Farm’s Maryland-bred 
Pizmo Time ran a mile in 1:33.91 over firm 
ground April 28, breaking the Bowl Game 
Turf Course record of 1:33.99 set by 
Seeking Treasure April 16, 2016 and 
matched by Top Prospect June 16, 2017. 
The width of Laurel’s turf course allows 
for six configurations based on the posi¬ 
tion of the portable rail, each named for a 
turf star-All Along (hedge), Bowl Game 
(17 feet), Kelso (35 feet), Dahlia (52 feet), 
Exceller (70 feet) and Fort Marcy (87 feet). 

Broadcast: Delaware Park’s racing signal 
in high definition, after taking advantage of 
The Jockey Club’s HD Grant Fund. 
Hawthorne Race Course was the first track 
to use the grant fund to upgrade its signal. 
Stuart S. Janney III, chairman of The 
Jockey Club, announced the creation of the 
HD Grant Fund at the 2018 Round Table 
Conference on Matters Pertaining to 
Racing in response to findings from 
McKinsey & Company’s 2018 analysis of 
the Thoroughbred industry. McKinsey 
found that less than one-third of all race¬ 
tracks broadcast on TVG provided HD sig¬ 
nals, and they recommended that racetracks 
upgrade to be competitive with other 
sports. Through the HD Grant Fund, qual¬ 
ifying tracks may receive up to $150,000 to 
purchase or lease HD production equip¬ 
ment. Delaware Park President Bill Fasy 
said, “We expect that upgrading our signal 
to HD will be a welcome enhancement to 
our racing product, and we thank The 
Jockey Club for facilitating this improve¬ 
ment as we get set for the 2019 season.”

At Colonial Downs, the lighting— 
and passing-of the torch

T he official lighting of the torch of the countdown to Colonial Downs began the 
evening of April 16 with its famous turf burn. With the assistance of the New 
Kent County Fire department and Southern States, the controlled burn pretty 
much followed the path of the Virginia Derby, igniting at the top of the stretch, passing 
the grandstand and finishing up into a slow-moving backburn. “It takes up the dead 
leaf and burns up the thatch that’s underneath and all the nutrients that we put on the 
year before that’s in the leaf of the plant,” explained J.D. Thomas, the longtime maestro 
of the fury. “The hotter it is, the better the Bermuda likes it.” 

While the turf burn has become a spring tradition in New Kent, witnessing the burn 
for the first time was Colonial’s newest vice-president of racing operations, the aptly- 
named Jill Byrne (pronounced Burn). With the ceremonial burning of the old leaf 
leading to the germination of the new leaf symbolizing the rebirth of Virginia racing, 
optimism—as well as smoke—was in the air. 

“It’s something good for the industry. When a racetrack is coming back to life 
instead of going away, how great and positive is that news for the entire horse racing 
industry?” expressed Byrne. 

While Byrne had previously watched races at Colonial Downs as part of her work 
at TVG, it had been some time since she’d been back prior to her hiring. The University 
of Virginia graduate, like many race fans, was watching from afar. Having a rustic set¬ 
ting, Colonial Downs nearly always looked great on television. 

“There were never negatives involved around Colonial Downs racing,” recalls 
Byrne. “The turf course is world-renowned. Some of the best turf racing was here. 
Look at the champions that raced here. The likes of Kitten’s Joy and Gio Ponti, horses 
like that raced over this course. That gave Colonial Downs a big name in the industry 
when you looked at all those horses that competed here and went on to be champions.” 

Byrne likes the response she has received so far from Tampa, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Delaware and New York, where, she said, many have expressed “a positive feeling of 
racing returning somewhere with the right purse structure and a fantastic facility and a 
team that is putting a lot into the facility and the course and stable area.” 

In Virginia, the track’s absence—its Aug. 8 opening day will be more than six years 
after its last live Thoroughbred card, on July 13, 2013, when War Dancer won the 
Virginia Derby-has served as a long walk through the desert. . . 

“With everything that happened over the last past five years, it’s brought more rec¬ 
ognition in the state of racing in Virginia and Colonial Downs,” adds Byrne. “It’s made 
a big impact within the state and recognizing how economically it’s going to have a huge 
impact on Virginia.”

“He would not have made a great polo 
pony,” Santoro went on. “He will cross 
canter incessantly . . all the time. It’s like 
riding a washing machine on spin cycle.” 

Private Attack quickly added stumbling 
and bucking to his repertoire, frequendy 
causing Murphy to groan out loud at 
the thought of riding him. But she also 
recognized the solid, budding kinship 
between the horse and Santoro. 

“Private pretty much got handed over 
to Billy years back, but believe me, I did 
a lot early on with the stumbling and the 
bucking. It was like ‘NOOOOooooo, 
not again! 5 So I spent a lot of time riding 
Private, but he and Billy did fall in love 
and become their own twosome.” 

Murphy and Santoro soon discovered 
how much their new charge loved 
galloping cross country and jumping big 
fences. And there was no cross-canter, no 
stumble, no buck—Private Attack was all 
about having a good time. 

The Colhouns employed limitless 
patience, fully trusting their trainers 5 
judgment and faith in their horse. 

“They showed amazing loyalty and 
steadfastness to keep on plugging away, 55 
said Murphy. “There was love from 
everyone towards Private. 55 

Beginning his career in a maiden race 
over hurdles at Fair Hill as a 4-year-old in 
2003, Private Attack put up a race record 
peppered with DNF (did not finish) lines 
during his first four seasons. Buoyed by 
more successful outcomes at point-to- 
points, the connections—with Santoro 
most frequently in the saddle—kicked 
on. In 2007, Private Attack tackled the 
spring timber circuit, finishing second 
in an allowance on the Grand National 
undercard and a maiden special at 
Willowdale. 

“Running and jumping was fun,” 
Santoro said. “The idea of winning a race 
hadn’t occurred to him until he sort of 
got taught that that was the thing to do.” 

Murphy, Santoro and Private Attack 
kicked off the 2008 season with the 
gelding’s first sanctioned win in the 
Grand National at Butler, Md. It 
became his signature race. He ran in five 
consecutive renewals from 2008 through 
2012—winning again under Blythe Miller 
Davies in 2011 and finishing second in 
2009, 2010 and 2012. 

Retired from race riding after the 
2009 season, Santoro kept the morning 
mount on Private Attack and remained 
his loudest cheerleader. He and Murphy 


B illy Santoro can’t say enough about 
his best friend. Listening to the 
steady stream of superlatives, you 
end up wishing this guy could be your 
wingman too. Seriously, he’s the goods. 

“He’s the most wonderful friend a 
person ever had, and we have such a 
partnership. He has personality that can’t 
be beat; he makes you smile. He is all 
about fun every single day and is such 
an extraordinary individual. And he’s the 
best jumper I’ve ever sat on.” 

Say what? 

You really can’t blame Santoro and 
trainer Alicia Murphy for crowing about 
Grand National and Maryland Hunt 
Cup timber stakes winner Private Attack. 


Now 20, the dark bay New Jersey-bred 
gelding has been with them since Dan 
and Julie Colhoun of Sportsmans Hall 
sent him to Murphy 17 years ago. 

It wasn’t by grand design. The son of 
the Nureyev stallion Private Interview 
out of the Red Attack mare Ruby Sunset 
was purchased as a polo pony prospect 
for Dan. But a few peculiarities shelved 
that plan early on. 

“He belonged to a trainer at Charles 
Town, and his assistant inherited him. 

I don’t think he ever set foot on the 
racetrack,” Murphy said. “So he was 
sort of a half-broke, not very expensive 
horse.” 
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had just cause to lose their voices when Miller and the horse 
followed up their 2011 Grand National triumph a week later in 
Glyndon with a 60-length score in the Maryland Hunt Cup to 
avenge defeats in 2009 and 2010. 

Returning for just two starts in 2012, 13-year-old Private 
Attack finished second in the Grand National and fell at the 13th 
fence in the Maryland Hunt Cup. His team decided he had done 
enough. He headed into retirement with Murphy and Santoro 
with a resume of 30-3-8-1 and $133,250 earned. 

“The Colhouns were very generous in allowing him to stay 
with us, because despite his happy carefree attitude, Private 
requires a lot of maintenance,” Murphy said. “He gets 
lymphangitis at the drop of a hat, whenever it’s wet out.” 

“And as a daily procedure, all four of his legs are scrubbed 
with Betadine,” Santoro added. “He’s an object of love around 
here. He’s a marvelous, marvelous person.” 

Still serious about his job, Private Attack serves as the 
schooling leader for horses who need one. If Murphy ends up 
with an odd set, Private Attack gets to gallop with them. 

Foxhunting provides the greatest joy and passion for Santoro 
and his best pal. They go out with the Elkridge-Harford Hounds, 
not far from Prospect Farm, Santoro and Murphy’s home base 
in Monkton, Md. 

“As brilliant a foxhunter as he is, there probably is one person 
out of 500 who would have enjoyed the experience much 
because he is so impossibly enthusiastic,” Santoro said. “There 
are very few people that I’ve put on him. Some young riders that 
are getting to the point where they’re starting their first timber 
races and things like that—I’ve put a few of them on him to have 
a school before they go to ride. He fills them with confidence 
because, even now at 20, he gives you a feeling that’s beyond 
belief.” 

Santoro proudly pointed out that Private Attack is frequently 
asked to hunt up front. 

“He is so brilliant out there that he is usually given that berth 
of honor, even when we visit other hunts.” 

Blythe Miller Davies recently hunted Private Attack at 
Elkridge-Harford’s ladies-only day, the Vixen Chase. It was her 
first reunion with him since their Hunt Cup celebration in 2011. 

“Joe Davies called and wanted to talk to me,” Santoro laughed. 
“He gets about four words out of his mouth and Blythe grabbed 
the phone and she couldn’t even speak — she’d had so much fun 
on Private.” 

The Colhouns visit occasionally and are always interested in 
how their retiree is keeping. If he’s doing something special—he 
and Santoro were once invited to lead the Junior Field Masters 
Chase at the Maryland Junior Hunt Cup—they’ll attend and enjoy 
the show. 

Private Attack shares life at home with two more familiar 
stars: dual Maryland Hunt Cup winner Twill Do, now 19, and 
12-year-old Cornhusker (GB), a multiple timber stakes winner 
himself. The threesome spend time in a 50-acre field with seven 
other geldings. 

“It’s a nice group of 10,” Murphy understated. 

Santoro couldn’t resist showering more praise on Private 
Attack. 

“With him, it’s a definite partnership. You and he make 
agreements, you don’t tell him what to do—you converse with 
him. That’s part of the rapport between Private and I. He’s all 
about fun and he just makes life that way.” w

Big decision 
looms for 
Senior Senator 


N ow what? If you had something 
to do with Senior Senator what 
would you do? The timber sensa¬ 
tion tied a record with his third Maryland 
Hunt Cup win at the end of April and had 
trainer Joe Davies and owners Skip and 
Vicki Crawford wondering what’s left on 
the table. 

The Pennsylvania-bred is 9 years old, 
prime age for a timber specialist, and in 
top form. Davies, even three years ago, 
dropped hints about a potential try at 
the English Grand National at Aintree. 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners Jay Trump 
and *Ben Nevis II also won the National, 
the most famous jump race in the world, 
to burnish credentials that ultimately took 
them to Thoroughbred racing’s Hall of 
Fame. Other Hunt Cup winners have 
tackled the Grand National with varying 
degrees of success too, so it’s not necessar¬ 
ily a wild leap into the unknown. 


Then again ... a Grand National try 
brings with it plenty of variables, especially 
when it comes to this horse. 

Senior Senator is quirky enough that 
he probably shouldn’t just be shipped off 
to an English trainer to prep for months 
in advance—the way Jay Trump and *Ben 
Nevis II did it and the way most people 
would recommend. Fernando the donkey 
might have to get a passport. The training 
yard would need the right mix of options 
for a horse accustomed to at least occa¬ 
sionally galloping around his home loose. 
When Senior Senator goes to the races 
now, he wears the headpiece to his racing 
bridle pretty much all day because he can 
be such a bear to deal with at the races. 

Beyond that, the son of Domestic 
Dispute deals with hoof problems, went 
to New Bolton Center with colic issues 
a couple times this off-season and enjoys 
van rides to Starbucks (or nowhere) and 
back to the farm. How’s that going to go 
over in England? 

Every spring, Davies talks of poten¬ 
tial calamities that nearly derailed Senior 
Senator in his Hunt Cup quests-illness, 
those tricky feet, mysterious lameness, the 
surgery on his neck after falling in the 2017 
race, anything really. 

“He’s been a fraction of an inch from 
losing or from disaster even,” said the 
trainer an hour after the 2019 Hunt Cup 
win. “He was hopping lame 10 days ago. 
The vet came and he was sound. He almost 
fell crossing the road [in the Hunt Cup] 
this year. If that happens, we’re not having 
this conversation. There’s always some¬ 
thing to think about.” 

For now, that’s England—perhaps. 

Adding to the decision-making process, 
the National is not what it was. The fences 
are far easier to jump, which creates a 
faster pace, more finishers, more traffic 
and a different test for horses. The race 
is still 4 1 /4-miles (plus), which fits Senior 
Senator’s skillset, but it’s not the jumping 
test Jay Trump and *Ben Nevis II had to 
pass. Tiger Roll, winner of the last two 


Nationals-won four times over hurdles 
and competed against the likes of hurdle 
stars Hurricane Fly and Faugheen before 
switching to chases, cross-country races 
and the Grand National. 

Tiger Roll is world class. He runs and 
jumps and stays all day. But he would be 
overmatched against Senior Senator in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Still, Davies is thinking about it. 

“We’re going to explore what it would 
look like,” he said in early May. “If we did 
it, we would want to run off the plane, 
get there just before the race. Whether 
that means going once in November and 
having a run and going back again in the 
spring, we’ll see. The Grand National is 
still the Grand National, it’s 4/> miles, it’s 
still a jumping race even if it’s not quite the 
same as it was.” 

And Senior Senator at least deserves 
these kinds of conversations. It’s been far 
too long since an American star tackled 
the big names in England and/or Ireland. 
McDynamo didn’t go. Good Night Shirt 
didn’t go. Lonesome Glory did, and ele¬ 
vated his stature. Same with the Aintree 
winners, and *Fort Devon, Soothsayer, 
Inkslinger and others. 

“We’d love to do it,” said Davies. 
“Anybody would.” 

Of course, there may be one more piece 
of unfinished Maryland Hunt Cup busi¬ 
ness. With the 2019 win, Senior Senator 
became the ninth horse to win the great 
race three times. No horse has won four. 

“If the stars aligned and we were able 
to have another try at the Hunt Cup, that 
would be meaningful,” Davies said. “He’s 
the morning line favorite a year away and 
would be the first of any horse in history 
to do that. Winning three Hunt Cups and 
an English Grand National would be spec¬ 
tacular, but that’s happened before [Jay 
Trump]. To get Senior Senator into the 
history books, alone, would be spectacular 
in its way too.”

West Virginia-bredRunnin'tolnvya 
nabs big score on home track

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vespite eight consecutive victories and 11 overall, all at his home 
track, the West Virginia-bred gelding Runnin’toluyva had something 
to prove in the most lucrative race of the year at Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races. 

A little more than six months after a smooth front-running score 
in the $300,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic for state-bred runners, 
Runnin’toluvya was asked to take on the challenge of the $1 million 
Charles Town Classic, a Grade 2 event that has attracted its share of big- 
name invaders with previous wins at the top level of United States racing. 


Virginia-bred Researcher won the first 
two editions of the Classic for Charles 
Town-based trainer Jeff Runco in 2009 
and 2010, but in the ensuing eight years 
the locals who took shots at the big money 
failed to make an impact. 

Bob Baffert, Todd Pletcher (twice) 
David Fawkes, Eric Guillot, Bob Hess and 
Jose Corrales-not exactly Charles Town 
regulars-trained winners such as Game 
On Dude, Imperative, Moreno and Caixa 
Eletronica. If you squinted, and drew a 
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Owner/trainer Tim Grams keeps Rurmin’toluvya entertained 
on the stable pony before the big effort in the Charles Town Classic. 


wider boundary, the Laurel Park-based 
Something Awesome won in 2018 and 
Pimlico-based Page McKenney was third 
in 2015 and second in 2016. But West 
Virginians couldn’t break through. In 2014, 
Charles Town’s Lucy’s Bob Boy finished 
last. In 2016, Charitable Annuity finished 
ninth of 10. 

Then came 2019. 

When the potential field for the 1 %-mile 
Classic became clearer the week before its 
April 20 running, there were indications 
a great opportunity could present itself 
for owner Grams Racing and 5-year-old 
Runnin’toluyva. The son of leading West 
Virginia stallion Fiber Sonde was 2-for-2 
at the Classic distance, had a history of 
getting the early lead or being up close in 
all of his races, and could end up in a field 
loaded with horses with a history of com¬ 
ing from behind. 

Runnin’toluvya in his previous start 
March 29 had won the 7-furlong stakes 
prep for the Russell Road Stakes, a $75,000 | 
event on the Classic undercard. Though | 
Runnin’toluyva had been monstrous in his | 
7-furlong starts, trainer Tim Grams opted 
to give the gelding a chance to make local 
racing history as the first West Virginia- 
bred winner of the Classic. 

Grams said the decision wasn’t auto¬ 
matic. 

“You don’t want to do the wrong thing 
for the horse,” he said. As the days went by 
it seemed like the right thing to do and-in 
actuality—months of thought went into 
the decision. 

“Last fall, my wife Judy and I were 
talking about stretching him out for the 
Breeders Classic because we wanted to 
know how he would do [at 1 Vs miles]. 
When he won, at that point we started 
talking about what to do if we keep the big 
race in April in mind. Rather than bringing 
him to the farm, we kept him in light train¬ 
ing to have him ready and began working 
him in the spring. 

“With 75 nominations you don’t know 
who is coming, but there were about 
five horses nominated that [if they had 
entered] I would have been hesitant to run 
against. We saw how the race was shaping 
up, and [racing secretary Charlie McIntosh] 
told me it looks like he could get into the 
race and asked me if I would enter. I said, 
Absolutely.’ ” 

The race itself couldn’t have been 
scripted any better. Parx Racing-based 
Diamond King, owned by D J Stable 
and Cash is King and trained by John 
Servis, left quickly from post three in the 
10-horse field to grab the lead under Javier 
Castellano. Oscar Flores, regular rider for 


Runnin’toluvya, sent the gelding early from 
the advantageous post eight and was con¬ 
tent to shadow the leader from the outside. 

After a half-mile in a moderate but 
typical (for Charles Town) :48.25, Runnin’¬ 
toluyva engaged Diamond King while the 
favorite, Paul Pompa Jr.’s Rally Cry, failed 
to gain from a perfect stalking spot in third. 
Heading into the last of three turns, no 
other horse was making up ground on the 
top pair, and Runnin’toluyva battled with 
multiple graded stakes-placed Diamond 
King before inching away approaching the 
wire. 

The winning margin was a half-length. 
Diamond King had 5 A lengths on War 
Story in third. The final time was a respect¬ 
able 1:50.56 on a track rated fast. 

“My horse, when he had the lead in 
the stretch, he always gave me another 
gear,” said Flores, who has proven to be 
well aware of what he has underneath him 
when he’s aboard Runnin’toluyva. “When¬ 
ever I asked him, my horse just responded 
again. Every time I asked, he gave me 
more.” 

Grams credited the jockey not only 
for his performance in the saddle, but for 
the knowledge he has gained by regularly 
working with Runnin’toluvya, who isn’t the 
easiest horse to handle. Grams regularly 
ponies the gelding before his races, and as 
was the case for the Breeders Classic he did 
so again for the Charles Town Classic. 


“Oscar gets on him a lot in the morn¬ 
ing,” Grams said. “There have been times 
the horse was a little tough but he always 
stuck with him. He knows what this horse 
can do and he has a lot of confidence in 
the horse.” 

The Classic was their ninth consecutive 
win, and 12th together. Flores has been 
aboard for just two of the horse’s four 
losses. 

Though Runnin’toluyva has done well 
with the pre-race ponying by his trainer, 
Grams frequently jokes with Flores about 
taking a different approach. 

“Don’t change anything,” the jockey 
replies. 

In reality, Runnin’toluyva is in charge 
anyway. 

“This horse decides everything basi¬ 
cally the whole time,” said Grams. “He’s 
respectful of you, but if he thinks he’s in 
charge, things get a little tougher.” 

Runnin’toluyva, purchased privately by 
Grams Racing from his breeder, Leslie 
Cromer, is out of the Not For Love 
mare Lov’emnrun. He is the second West 
Virginia-bred, Charles Town-based Fiber 
Sonde runner to win a local graded stakes 
in less than a year; the other is the 4-year- 
old filly Late Night Pow Wow, who last 
September won the Grade 3 Charles Town 
Oaks for owner/trainer Javier Contreras, 
who later sold her to Breeze Easy. 
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West Virginia-bred Runnin’toluvya finishes a half-length in front of Diamond King in the richest race of the season at Charles Town. 


Both horses are extremely popular with 
the Charles Town regulars, and they came 
not long after the retirement of West 
Virginia-bred Russell Road, who earned 
more than $2 million and won the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic a record three 
times. 

The crowd went crazy when Russell 
Road won a big race, and such was the 
case with Runnin’toluvya on Charles Town 
Classic day 

“My wife was sitting in the grandstand 
and told me, Tve never heard anything like 
it,”’ said Grams. “The place erupted. It was 
a great feeling for her. We were thinking 
it’s one of those things that probably won’t 
happen to us. We were both so excited it 
wasn’t funny. We were overwhelmed.” 

The Grams are strong supporters of 
the West Virginia-bred program. Tim 
Grams, as trainer, in 2018 won 61 races 
with 47 seconds and 45 thirds for earnings 
of $1,198,295 from 278 starts, most at 
Charles Town. For his career, he is closing 
in on $15 million in purse earnings with 
more than 700 wins. 

“It just means so much to me to be able 
to represent the West Virginia program 


like this,” said Grams, who began training 
full-time in the mid-1990s and previously 
worked as an outrider and member of 
the starting gate crew. “I really wanted 
[Runnin’toluvya] to represent us well and I 
think he did a lot better than that. I’m just 
lucky to own a horse like this who steps up 
and seems to always do what we ask him to. 
We’ve put a lot of challenges on him but 
he has stepped up and really surprised us.” 

The Charles Town Classic was worth 
$564,000, a massive payday for a Charles 
Town owner or trainer. 

“I know this sounds corny but this is 
the best thing that has ever happened to 
me besides me meeting my wife 18 years 
ago, especially for a country boy that didn’t 
have anything,” Grams said. “It means any¬ 
body who walks through this gate here has 
a chance and that’s why this business is so 
great. A few days after the race, Judy said 
she hopes she doesn’t wake up one morn¬ 
ing and find it was nothing but a dream. 
We’re both very thankful for this.” 

Runnin’toluyva, who after the April 20 
victory had 12 wins and two seconds in 16 
starts for earnings of $913,916, is being 
pointed to the West Virginia Breeders 


Classic in October. As of early May, Grams 
hadn’t decided on where the gelding may 
race in the interim. 

Meanwhile, the Grams were await¬ 
ing the career debut of the 3-year-old 
gelding Loving Touch, a full-brother to 
Runnin’toluvya also bred by Cromer. “He 
has got a little talent also,” Grams said. 

The Grams also own a stallion, Copelan 
Too, the sire of 3-year-old Moonlit Night, 
a half-brother to the mare Moonlit Song, 
a multiple stakes winner. The latter, by 
Fiber Sonde out of the Malibu Moon mare 
Malibu Kitten, was bred the Gramses and 
has earned more than $400,000. 

Moonlit Night finished first in a maiden 
special weight at Charles Town in April 
but was disqualified and placed third for 
interference. 

“I don’t know if he’s a world-beater but 
he has a nice way of going,” Grams said. 

Boosted greatly by more than $1 mil¬ 
lion in wagers into a Pick 6 jackpot pool 
with a mandatory payout, all-sources 
pari-mutuel handle on the 13-race Classic 
program was an all-time Charles Town 
record of $5,720,375. That’s an increase 
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of 18 percent from the previous mark of 
$4,847,106 set on Charles Town Classic 
day in 2015 and 71.6 percent higher than 
the $3,332,933 wagered on the program 
last year. 

Wagering on the Classic itself and other 
horizontal bets that began with the Classic 
was a strong $1,086,995. 

Other statistics released by the track 
showed that handle per race in April—there 
was a break in the live racing schedule 
from April 21 until May 2-also was a 
record $203,681 and the first time more 
than $200,000 per race had been bet in 
any one month. In all, $20,775,500 was 
wagered on 2012 races in April; the previ¬ 
ous one-month high for handle per race 
was $176,366 in April of 2018. 

On-track betting on the live product on 
Classic day was $277,107, which the track 
reported was the highest in three years. 

Stakes-filled Undercard 

Seven other stakes filled a 13-race card 
at Charles Town on Classic Day. 


The Russell Road—where Runnin’to- 
luvya might have run—went to Maryland- 
bred Clubman. Racing for Caonabo Stable 
and trainer Rodolfo Sanchez-Salomon, the 
winner rallied from 8 lengths down early to 
win by a length at nearly 10-1. 

Breeze Easy and Javier Contreras 
teamed up to win the $100,000 Dance to 
Bristol Stakes with Devine Mischief. The 
4-year-old filly set the pace and held on late 
to win by a neck at almost 14-1. 

Trainer Joe Sharp shipped in with 
Malpais to win the $1 00,000 Robert Hilton 
Memorial for owners Richard and Connie 
Snyder and Brett and Billie Jo Setzer. Bred 
in Kentucky by the Snyders, the Hard Spun 
colt lived up to his even-money price and 
won by 414 after tangling with the likes of 
Kentucky Derby-Gl starter War of Will at 
Fair Grounds this winter. 

Owner/trainer/breeder Michael Ster¬ 
ling sent Vic’s Pick to a win in the $50,000 
Coin Collector for West Virginia-breds. 
The 3-year-old Fiber Sonde gelding caught 
Best Shot late to win by a half length and

score his third race in as many starts this 
year. 

No Guts No Glory Farm’s Anna’s 
Bandit dominated the $50,000 Original 
Gold Stakes for state-bred fillies and mares. 
The 5-year-old daughter of Great Notion 
drew off late as the 3-10 favorite while 
collecting her 10th win and going past 
$400,000 in earnings for trainer Jerry Robb. 

Runco sent out Rockingham Ranch’s 
Indiana-bred Strong Like Bull to win the 
$35,000 Immortal Eyes Overnight Dash. 
The 7-year-old gelding led throughout to 
win for the ninth time in 19 starts. Runco 
also saddled Aaron’s Tap to a win in the 
$50,000 Confucius Say Stakes for West 
Virginia-breds. The 4-5 favorite made the 
early running and scored by 214 lengths for 
owner Smart Angle. W 
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Devine Mischief led throughout in the Dance to Bristol. 


Anna’s Bandit remained undefeated in 2019 when taking the Original Gold.

Senior Senator makes history 
with another Hunt Cup triumph

A s he led his remaining five rivals away from the 21st fence of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in the Worthington Valley April 27, Drift 
Society (Ire) lowered his head and persevered. He and jockey 
Hadden Frost used a decisive move coming to the 20th to take the lead, 
and built on the advantage when Senior Senator nearly fell on the road 
crossing Third in 2016, second in 2017 and third again last year, Drift 
Society just needed to maintain that lead for another fence and a bit less 
than a quarter-mile to avenge it all. 

He had no chance. 



Behind him, two-time Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner Senior Senator responded to what 
looked for a moment like a knockout 
punch. On his back foot for the first time 
in a long time-maybe ever-the 9-year-old 
lengthened his already long stride, extend¬ 
ed his already extensive reach, elevated his 
already high action and went to work. A 
4-length lead became 3 in a beat, then 2 
with a few more fefiock-flinging strides. 
Like a trucker finding the right gear at the 
right time, Senior Senator switched to his 
right lead and in eight strides reached Drift 
Society’s flank. 

At the last fence, Senior Senator used 
one last long stride to leave the ground at 
the same time Drift Society did-despite 
being a half-length down—and landed 
in front. And that was that. Ridden by 
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Eric Poretz, Skip and Vicki Crawford’s 
Pennsylvania-bred charged through the 
stretch to pull 4 lengths clear of Drift 
Society at the finish after 4 miles in 9:16.80. 
Fourteen lengths behind the runner-up, 
Joshua G. finished third. 

Senior Senator became the ninth horse 
win the Hunt Cup three times—joining 
Garry Owen, Princeton, Blockade, Winton, 
Pine Pep, Jay Trump, Mountain Dew and 
Cancottage (GB) on the roll call of all-time 
greats. The third victory (the others came 
in 2016 and 2018) retired the challenge cup 
put up in 1984 and also elevated Senior 
Senator into the even rarer air of horses to 
win the Grand National in Bufier and the 
Hunt Cup in Glyndon three times each. 
Only Winton and Mountain Dew were in 
that club before 2019.

The history, as history does, resonates 
but history didn’t win this year’s Maryland 
Hunt Cup. Senior Senator’s late power— 
wherever it comes from—did. 

“That stride is physical, that’s him, he 
has that,” said winning trainer Joe Davies. 
“But the rest is mental, a will or a spirit, 
heart, something.” 

He needed it in the 2019 Hunt Cup. 

Nine horses entered, but the $100,000 
stakes was Senior Senator’s to lose. He’d 
defeated everyone in the field at least once, 
except for Hunt Cup rookies Jeffery G. 
and Battle Aray. After starting second, 
Senior Senator led to the first fence and 
controlled the pace early. Prime Prospector 
refused the third fence, leaving a field of 
eight. Our Town (McLane Hendriks) kept 
closest attention to the leader, followed by 
Drift Society, Joshua G. (Eddie Keating) 
and Hill Tie (Brett Owings). Senior Senator 
skied the massive sixth, and pecked a little 
landing over the seventh while a length 
ahead of Our Town. Senior Senator rolled 
around the corner and widened his advan¬ 
tage over the 10th and 11th fences, with 
Battle Aray losing John Brophy at the lat¬ 
ter. Senior Senator jumped alongside the 
loose horse over 13, a length to the good 
of Our Town who was followed by Drift 
Society, Joshua G., Hill Tie, Jeffery G. and 
2017 winner Derwins Prospector. 

By the 16th, always a crucial fence, 
Senior Senator was clear by 5 lengths. 
Our Town took out the top rail there as 
Drift Society moved closer. Three miles in, 
Senior Senator flew the 17th, and cranked 
up the pressure. Our Town gave it another 
go and drew closer coming to the 18th, 
pulling Drift Society along. Frost moved 
his horse to the inside after that fence, 
pushing past Our Town and closer to 
Senior Senator coming to the 19th. Our 
Town got in tight there and fell, leaving 
Drift Society to attack. 

“That had been planned since last year,” 
said Frost of the move. “It almost worked. 
I was just thankful to have the horse to be 
able to do it. I knew the only way we were 
going to win it was if Senior Senator made 
a mistake. He’s the best horse, so you have 
to do something tactical.” 

The 11-year-old, an Irish point-to-point 
winner in 2013, stayed inside, and carried 
his speed over the 20th. Drift Society 
hurdled it and landed running to go up 
3 lengths. Senior Senator got a bit high¬ 
er over the fence, touched down with 
less momentum than his challenger but 
responded. 

On the inside approaching the mulch 
spread on Tufton Avenue, Drift Society set 
up for the road crossing as Senior Senator

moved to the outside to challenge. They 
were almost side-by-side over the road, but 
Senior Senator lost his footing and skidded 
out to his right—losing several lengths and 
precious momentum with less than a half- 
mile to run. 

“Going across the road, I dropped my 
hands like I always do and he lost his hind 
end,” said Poretz. “He was on the ground, 
or it sure felt like it anyway. I don’t know 
how he did it, but he got back up.” 

Watching live, Davies thought back to 
a conversation earlier in the day about the 
storied course (in use since 1922) and its 
role. 

“We knew we had the best horse com¬ 
ing in, but the course is the course,” said 
the trainer. “It always has its say, it always 
makes an impact. He gave me a moment 
of fright coming across the road.” 

Poretz didn’t panic, but shook his reins 
and got a response as Senior Senator knifed 
into the margin-though Drift Society was 
in control. 

“I was like, £ We gotta go,’ because he 
was 6 lengths in front of us,” Poretz said. 
“Drift Society was rolling.” 

The tricky 21st fence, which leans out 
over a small brook, came next and neither 
horse flinched. Drift Society kicked up the 
hill. Senior Senator unleashed that stride, 
and got several smacks on the shoulder 
from Poretz. Drift Society looked like a 
winner, then he didn’t. 

“You always know a horse like that is 
coming,” Frost said of Senior Senator. “I 
knew he was there. We did what we could. 
Drift Society worked very hard, he tried, 
and I was proud of him.” 

With the last fence in sight, that final 
lead change by Senior Senator sealed it. 

“We finally got back to him at the last 
and I just knew,” said Poretz. “We met it 
right and I just lifted my chest with him 
and we both rose up to it. Drift Society 
made a good last fence too, but my horse 
went on. It’s a great feeling.” 

For the third time, he landed over the 
last fence of the Maryland Hunt Cup with 
a lead and won—crossing the line with a 
joyous Poretz standing tall in the stirrups 
and pumping his right arm high. Senior 
Senator got a hug from his jockey after 
pulling up, and the salutes of plenty more 
on the ground. 

“Every day you count yourself lucky 
to even be connected to him,” said Joe 
Davies. “For four years, we’ve had a runner 
in the biggest race in our neighborhood, in 
our sport. How cool is that? He just keeps 
giving, the horse just keeps giving to us. 
How fortunate are we?”

Skip Crawford, whose first association 
with steeplechasing came when he vol¬ 
unteered to make the hurdles for the 
Potomac Hunt Point-to-Point in the 1970s, 
agreed with that assessment. He grew up 
in Western Pennsylvania and California, 
and knew nothing of the Hunt Cup until 
he met and married Vicki and got involved 
with Potomac. They’ve owned a handful 
of horses, went to England with hurdler 
Motorcade in the 1990s and got back in 
when the Davies showed them two horses 
in 2013. Touchdowntony won a couple of 
point-to-points. Senior Senator became a 
legend. 

“You can use all the cliches in the 
world,” he said. “You really don’t believe it. 
The horse has different dimensions. You 
ask him one thing like last week (at the 
Grand National) when they ran in front of 
him at the beginning and he was fine with it 
and won anyway. Today, they came to him 
late, got in front of him again and he won 
anyway. This is what he does. He was made 
for this. You think of the great horses 
you’ve seen in the world, the ones that 
were really great—like Dahlia, Secretariat, 
all of them—you just get lucky and get to 
be around ones like that.”

Road to Glory 

Senior Senator came into this world so 
big, so strong, so something that breeder 
Charles McGill still marvels at his “stature” 
among the other foals on his Maryland 
farm. At Penn National in 2012 and 2013, 
where McGill and trainer Flint Stites tried 
to make Senior Senator a racehorse, he 
scared riders, tested grooms, manhandled 
pony people, detested the starting gate and 
lost five races. 

Video trolling for cheap timber pros¬ 
pects one night, Davies’ wife Blythe saw 
a hint of that stride—none of that bad 
behavior—and put Senior Senator on a list. 

“She likes a horse with that bigger 
action and he’s not a daisy cutter,” said 
Joe Davies. “He’s the opposite of a daisy 
cutter.” 

On May 11, 2013, the Davies left their 
Maryland farm in their truck and trailer 
and headed to Penn. They put $7,500 on 
account and filled out a claim slip. And 
came home with a steeplechase legend. In 
reality, he was a project. 

“When we got him he was narrow and 
still kind of growing into himself,” said Joe 
Davies. “He looked like he had both legs 
coming out of the same hole and was on 
these little deer feet.” 

And that’s just the physical stuff. He 
also put up a daily wrestling match to ride, 
groom, bathe, tack, anything. 


In late August, the Davies ran him in 
a $5,000 maiden claimer at Timonium, 
where he freaked out and sent jockey 
Wesley Ho flying behind the gate before 
finishing sixth. Two weeks later, it was back 
to Penn National for a $7,500 tag. Senior 
Senator was sixth again, beaten more than 
25 lengths. Stites briefly—really briefly — 
thought about claiming him back just to 
try the turf but decided against it. Either 
way, it would be Senior Senator’s last start 
at a racetrack. 

“They were going to rule him off as a 
flat horse,” said Joe Davies. “He was on 
the starter list, the vet list, this list, that 
list. When we ran him at Penn National 
ourselves, everybody there was like, We 
remember this one.’ ” 

Davies would be lying if he told you he 
thought three-time Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner at any point in those early days. 
Truthfully, he would have been thrilled to 
see someone claim the horse in either of 
those two flat starts. 

Didn’t happen. Instead, they pressed on 
to the Shawan Downs steeplechase meet 
two weeks after that Penn National loss 
and finished third in a training flat race 
while wearing a halter under his bridle. 

“I couldn’t get the bridle on for 45 min¬ 
utes in the stall,” said Joe Davies, “so once 
it was on it was on and we weren’t taking 
the halter off.” 


The glimmer of success kept Senior 
Senator in training, and by November 
he was running for the Crawfords and 
finished second in a training flat at the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. The wrestling 
matches were still epic, but maybe the 
horse had a future. Maybe the talent was 
there. Maybe the rest could be worth it. 
Maybe farm life would agree with him. 
Maybe all that energy, and he had loads, 
could be channeled. 

“Like a football player, that roguish 
stubborn streak properly channeled can be 
hard to beat,” said Joe Davies. “You could 
call it a spirit and he has this unbreakable 
spirit. That can break you too, but if you 
somehow get lucky enough to get headed 
in the same direction he wants to go, it’s 
amazing.” 

He lives a life of few racehorses-racing 
just four times a year, making much of his 
own schedule, demanding routine, keeping 
company with Fernando the donkey, some 
ponies and the other timber horses in the 
barn. He strolls in a free walker, jumps 
in and out of turnout paddocks, goes to 
Starbuck’s for coffee and dominates on 
Saturdays in April. 

The people in his life manage him, but 
he’s ultimately in charge. 

“It’s a you-be-you sort of thing,” said 
Blythe Davies while helping assistant 
Ashton Williams put shipping bandages 
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on after the race. “We don’t for force him 
to be any way. It’s his way.” 

In 2014, Senior Senator finished third 
over hurdles at Loudoun Point-to-Point in 
April, then parted company with his jockey 
at Fair Hill. By autumn he was the rare 
4-year-old timber horse, winning a point- 
to-point, finishing second (to Joshua G.) at 
Genesee and winning at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup. In 2015, Senior Senator fin¬ 
ished second in the My Lady’s Manor and 
Grand National timber stakes (his only 
starts of the year). 

Call 2016 the arrival. Senior Senator 
won the allowance race at the Grand 
National, but was disqualified for interfer¬ 
ence at a fence late in the race, then won 
the Hunt Cup a week later. The 2017 
run started with a Grand National win, 
then a fall at the third fence of the Hunt 
Cup—and surgery for a broken bone in 
his neck. The injury nearly closed the 
book on his career, but instead only added 
more chapters. Senior Senator went back 
to back in 2018 and 2019, sweeping the 
Grand National and the Hunt Cup in both 
seasons. 

In 20 starts over timber, NSA races and 
point-to-points, he has crossed the finish 
line first or second every time-except for 
that fall in the 2017 Hunt Cup. That’s rare 
air. 

“I think it’s just heartening to see,” said 
Davies of the six-year path from the bot¬ 
tom at Penn National to the top of timber 
racing. “His race at Timonium for us, 
where he was beaten in a maiden $5,000 
race . . . how can you look at that horse 
and say. "There’s a horse that’s going to do 
what he did?’ You can’t. I guess that’s the 
heart. You don’t know whether he has that 
or not until alter. He did not have a chance 
to show anybody.” 

Until he did. ♦

Meeting Senior Senator 
along the way to greatness 


T hey say it takes a village. Well, 
Senior Senator crossed paths 
with a village and then some 
when it came to finding his way from 
Pennsylvania-bred, Maryland-raised foal 
to rogue flat horse at Penn National and 
finally to steeplechase history. 

We found a few lives he touched 
along the way. 

“I didn’t just breed the horse, I raised 
the horse from when he was a foal. I had 
him as a weanling, yearling, 2-year-old 
before he went to the track. I named 
him because of his stature among the 
other weanlings and yearlings at the 
time. He wasn’t a bad actor until he got 
to Penn National. He just couldn’t han¬ 
dle all that. I am thrilled for him now. 
This guy gives me so much pleasure I 
can’t tell. He’s the best.” 

breeder Charles McGill , 
who makes sure he doesn't miss 
Senior Senator's Maryland races 

“I remember a little bit about that 
horse, but it’s been a little while since 
he’s been here and we get a lot of horses 
through here. He was an issue. We put a 
shank on him, took the rider off, open- 
door load, tried a lot of things. He’d just 
get bad behind in the gate. He was just a 
fun creature, fun to work with.” 

Penn National starter Lindy Riggs, 
whose definition of fun might 
he a hit different than other people's 

“I had to look it up. I’ve been tell¬ 
ing people for years, £ I think I rode 
him once.’ I remember him being bad 
behind the gate and in the gate and then 
I pulled him up. He decided he didn’t 
want to go around there or something. 
He was out of the picture most of the 
time in the video. The most memorable 
parts of that horse were probably after I 
rode him. Manny Chaves was his regular 
rider and I remember thinking, Tm glad 
I’m not on that guy anymore because 
he was miserable to get to the gate. It 
would get ugly.’ He found his niche and 
who would have ever guessed? He’s 
some horse. It’s really cool. Just know¬ 
ing when I rode him in my career, I was 
probably thinking, What am I doing 
on this thing?’ It was three-quarters of 


the way through my bug year. When he 
has a horse like him, Flint (Stites) usu¬ 
ally says, £ I know this horse wants to go 
long, but try to keep him in the hunt.’ I 
can see me hopelessly trying to follow 
instructions, but it wasn’t working.” 

Flat jockey Andrew Wolfsont , 
who rode Senior Senator in the 
horse's dehut going 6 furlongs 
at Penn National in December 2012 

“Joe got permission to saddle him at 
the barn and said he was a bit special or 
whatever and couldn’t be saddled. That 
was fine. On the way up to the paddock, 
I noticed the halter is still on underneath 
the bridle. Joe couldn’t get it off, and 
kept telling me it would be fine and not 
to worry so I rode him in the race with 
the halter on under the bridle. I was 
impressed with him. We finished third, 
and galloping out I had to get someone 
to turn me into the infield so I could get 
him into a circle to get him stopped. I 
got back and said, £ Joe he’s a really nice 
horse but don’t ever ask me to ride him 
again.’ I schooled him over hurdles for 
Joe, and when you were on him you 
didn’t know where he was going to go 
and you didn’t know whether you were 
going to be able to control where he 
goes. I knew Joe well enough that I was 
joking about not riding him again, and 
if he’d have asked I probably would 
have, but wow he was some horse. Look 
where he is now. I don’t think he’d work 
in any other barn. They’ve done a mar¬ 
velous job with him.” 

Jump jockey Ross Geraghty, 
who rode Senior Senator in a training 
flat race at Shawan Downs in 2013 

£ Watch him jump. He locks on with 
a huge scope. Some horses like that get 
tired and don’t have that when they’re 
tired. They’ll get to a tighter spot and 
not be able to get their legs up high 
enough. He can do that. I’ve seen all 
his Nationals and Hunt Cups and he’s 
always sprinting to the end. You never 
see him spit it out two from home and 
I’ve never seen him get tired in a race. 
They should be awfully proud of him.”

Ace photographer Lees reaches 50pears 
behind the lens at the Maryland Hunt Cup 


I t was 1969. The Maryland Hunt 
Cup offered a trophy to the winner. 

That’s all. John R.S. Fisher, Duck 
Martin, Janon Fisher III, Tom Voss, 

Kurt Rosenthal, Bruce Fenwick, Paddy 
Neils on and Jay Griswold pulled on 
their silks for the 4-mile classic. Prince 
Vins and Griswold fell early at the 
sixth fence, Stutter Start and Nielson 
departed at the eighth, Good Trick and 
Fenwick made it to the 15th, Eastie Boy 
and Rosenthal met the same fate, same 
fence. Janon Fisher pulled up Moonlore. 

Voss eased Gassendi. Landing Party 
and Dr. John R.S. Fisher dominated, 
rating early before opening up with 
every stride, every jump to win by 25 
untethered lengths over Early Earner 
and Duck Martin, the only other finish¬ 
ers. There in the crowd, a University of 
Richmond student snapped his Minolta 
SR-7, one frame at a time, one roll of 
film at a time. 

Douglas Lees was hooked that day, 
he’s never missed another Maryland 
Hunt Cup, never wavered from the 
third and the 13th fences, added the 
finish line a few years later. 

Sean Clancy chatted with the 69-year-old photographer about 
his Maryland Hunt Cup legacy, including eight covers for the 
Maryland Horse/Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. 

Do you remember the first one? 

Yeah, 1969. Absolutely. I was trying to get into it, my parents 
got the Maryland Horse so I was looking at those pictures. Landing 
Party was in the race, that was his first win, he would win again in 
’71. I went with my parents because they had the parking pass. I 
had the first picture published in the Maryland Horse of Moonlore 
over the third or 13th. That was the first. And I got a crowd shot. 
Those were the only two pictures I got published from the whole 
day. The guy who had the better pictures was Peter Winants, he 


had a shot of Landing Party with a rail 
flying around. I knew right then that 
the third and 13th was where I wanted 
to go. 

How much has it changed? 

It was the ultimate, the epic timber 
race. One race at 4 o’clock and noth¬ 
ing’s really changed. I was competing 
with Peter and Skip Ball, they were 
tough to beat, both of them, really 
tough to beat. I started shooting the 
13th at one point from the other side 
of the fence. Sarah Greenhalgh said, 
‘No, use a big lens and that way you’ll 
cut the telephone wires along the road.’ 
That worked out for a while, I haven’t 
done that recently, but that was a big 
deal, just changed the angle slightly. I 
also studied Peter Winants, he actually 
shot Moonlore falling in ’68, he shot it 
from the wrong side of the fence, it was 
still a pretty interesting picture. 

Who were your mentors? 

Peter and Skip Ball, they were the 
gods of the photography world, espe¬ 
cially Skip. He had 10, 11 covers for the Maryland Horse. I came on 
at the tail end of Peter’s work, he transitioned into The Chronicle in 
about ’72, he was always trying different angles, like, that angle of 
Moonlore and Patrick Smithwick, it’s framed by the fence so to 
speak. It was really exciting. 

Who was your first cover? 

Morning Mac stumbling. 1970. We were better, we also had an 
improvement in equipment, that helped. In late ’69,1 got a Nikon 
F and a motordrive, that made a big difference. I think Anne 
Christmas wrote the article and she said, ‘We’ll win a pair.’ Well, 
she may have won something, I didn’t. By then I was developing 
my own film, prior to that, my father was developing a lot of 
my film. Pretty much every time I developed my film, when you 
first look at those negatives, you knew, right then, that you had

it. I also had a nice shot of Morning Mac 
and another horse. There were only four 
horses in the race that year. I was shocked 
by the cover, I got lucky, I got lucky. That 
was great. 

Is there camaraderie 
among the photographers? 

Both Peter and Skip were really helpful. 
I went to Peter’s studio in 1971, we were 
going to Delaware Park to photograph the 
Indian River Stakes, he loaned me a lens. I 
don’t loan out equipment, he loaned me a 
500-millimeter, f/8 lens. I used it, I got a 
really good picture of Wustenchef, that got 
published. Going through his studio, it was 
like the lights came on, I could see what 
you could do with 35-millimeter (film). I 
started here with Marshall (Hawkins), he 
was using 4-by-5 negatives, 70-millimeter 
and always shooting a lot of sky. Peter 
was using big telephotos, it was a real eye¬ 
opening experience, as soon as I got home 
and developed that film, I went out and 
bought that lens and used it, oh God, until 
I switched to digital. It was real small, it 
was a 500 mm with one f-stop, you had to 
focus out in front. Going through his stu¬ 
dio was earth-shattering, it totally changed 
my perspective of the whole thing. 

You were famous for your black-and- 
white photos, especially at the Hunt 
Cup. Was it easy to switch to digital? 

I felt like I needed to, I never had a 
computer and the Apple system was so 
easy to use, that was a big thing. It was like a 
dark-room experience but you were sitting 
in front of a machine, I didn’t want to go 
back into the dark room, I had had enough 
of the chemicals. And you make mistakes, 
I overexposed the 1981 Maryland Hunt 


Cup. The big thing with digital, you can go 
to such a higher ASA or ISO (film speed or 
light sensitivity). Back then we were locked 
into 800 and maybe 1600. Now, you can 
go to 20000. It’s almost like police film. 
That’s an amazing change. They have the 
resolution to match it, you can go up that 
high and not lose much. Digital makes it a 
lot easier, you can crank up the ISO, you 
almost do better with a dark, cloudy day, 
you can use bigger lenses, more telephotos, 
you’ve got more options, you were limited 
with the negatives. It’s a lot easier but it’s 
also a lot more competitive. 

How many cameras do you bring? 

This year, three. I only used two. Three 
lenses. The Virginia Gold Cup was differ¬ 
ent, I used three camera bodies and five 
lenses, but it’s nine races. You need to have 
the right lens on at the right time. 

What was the best performance 
over the years? 

Certainly, Landing Party, he broke the 
record and beat Haffaday (in 1971). Mark 
Beecher (on Professor Maxwell) with no 
stirrups in T3. Raven’s Choice was amaz¬ 
ing (2015). Of course, Senior Senator, he’s 
right up there. Hard to say, so many races. 

Do you have a favorite picture? 

I would go back to Landing Party and 
Haffaday in ’71. The Morning Mac cover. 
The Beecher pictures. Tough question. 
I like Landing Party. Poretz and Senior 
Senator, he’s a machine at the third and 
13th and he’s in front, that helps. 

How do you prepare for the Maryland 
Hunt Cup? 

I like to photograph the Manor, the 
Grand National and the Hunt Cup. I’m 


looking at the colors three weeks in a row, 
I don’t want to make a mistake on the big 
one. I don’t want to be guessing at colors as 
they approach the fence. Sarah Greenhalgh 
was good at that, in a big race, she would 
check them off as the race went on, I don’t 
do that, I let it happen and hope to God it 
works out. She always came out with the 
winners. 

Has it ever gotten mundane? 

You get tired some days, I relax a lot at 
the point-to-points, because the pressure 
isn’t on, then you get four big weekends, 
the Manor, the Grand National, the Hunt 
Cup and the Gold Cup. Once you get into 
it, you go with the flow. 

Do you have a routine? 

I’m nervous about that. I had trouble 
getting somewhere, the Grand National. I 
take a lot of people, I tell them, the prob¬ 
lem for you is we have to go earlier, we 
might leave at 9:30 (in the morning). That 
freaks them out. I try to get to the Hunt 
Cup by 1 o’clock, maybe earlier. 

What advice do you give to young 
photographers? 

I would go back to what Peter Winants 
said. First of all, get the best equipment 
you can get, always use the best equipment 
you can. I look at all the books, all the 
magazines and see what everybody else is 
doing and then try to improvise from that 
or see what works the best. You want to 
experiment with different lenses, if you 
go telephoto, is that a gamble? Could you 
miss something? Nowadays, you have so 
many options with digital. Then you’ve got 
the remote, pocket wizards. Skip Ball told 
me exactly how to do it with a chord back 
in the ’70s and Tod Marks has been a big 
help. I saw a remote in the Maryland Horse 
that Peter had from Fair Hill and said I 
want to try that, I started doing remotes 
in ’72,1 went out and saw the movie Patton 
the night before and did a remote the next 
day and it worked out. 

Any chance you’ll slow down? 

I will certainly keep going, this year will 
be 50 years of NSA yearbooks, I want to 
get that done. I won’t be there forever, but 
I’ll be there for a few more years. %

Senior Senator thumps foes 
for third Grand National score

W hat’s left to write or say? A week before he won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup for the third time in four years, Senior Senator cap¬ 
tured his third consecutive Grand National timber stakes at 
Butler, Md., with ease April 20. 

If a 3!4-mile race over stiff timber fences and worth $50,000, can be 
such a thing the win was nonchalant. Senior Senator rated in the middle of 


a 12-horse field, forced the others to 
he was, accelerated into contention 
win by 3072 lengths. 

Yes that’s correct. Don’t look it up. 
Thirty-and-a-half. 

Five horses finished the Grand 
National, six if you count the distanced 
Wildcatter, but one ruled it. Owned by 
Skip and Vicki Crawford, Senior Senator 
won for the seventh time over timber, 
earned another $30,000, retired the race’s 
challenge trophy and declared himself 
ready for the Hunt Cup. He won that too, 
though he had to work a bit harder. The 
Grand National was a clinic. 

“The horse is more relaxed and I think 
Eric knows he can trust the horse to be 
in behind horses now,” said trainer Joe 
Davies. “We used to say ‘See how long you 
can stay behind horses,’ just so he’s saving 
something but he didn’t stay behind horses 
very long. It’s different now.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Marylander 
Charles McGill, Senior Senator is different 
now. The 9-year-old is comfortable behind 
horses now. He measures his fences, listens 
to jockey Eric Poretz, saves energy for the 
final stages of a race. But he still wins. 


make the running and wonder where

“Years ago, it was a Hail Mary or it 
looked like it anyway,” said Davies. “Now 
it’s more polished.” 

The Grand National field included 
accomplished Maryland timber veterans 
Raven’s Choice and Drift Society (Ire) 
plus the capable Joshua G. and Old Timer, 
course winners Hill Tie and Sovereign 
Fund and stakes winner Wildcatter. On 
paper, they were all up against it after 
chasing home Senior Senator on multiple 
occasions. On soft turf, they proved it. Gas 
Can Eddie lost his jockey with a mistake 
at the seventh fence. Old Timer pulled up 
after making a mild challenge late. At the 
second-last and under pressure, Ardrahan 
(GB) fell and Class Indian lost his jockey. 
Sovereign Fund lost his jockey at the last 
while well behind. Monstaleur was closest 
to Senior Senator at the last, but stumbled 
and lost his jockey. 

Joshua G. wound up second with 
Raven’s Choice (in the final start of his 
career) third, Drift Society fourth, Hill Tie

fifth. The other finishers were no match 
for the winner. 

“I thought they were going fast but 
he was comfortable where we were/’ said 
Poretz. “I could see people turning around 
looking for me. He was just cruising along 
and we got to second and third pretty 
easily. We jumped our way to the front, 
popped over the last and he ran on well. I 
thought it was pretty easy for him.” 

It was Senior Senator’s fifth consecu¬ 
tive start at the meet. In 2015, he finished 
second to Serene Harbor in the Grand 
National. In 2016, he won the allowance 
race but was disqualified for interference 
due in large part to some steering difficul¬ 
ties. In 2017, he won the Grand National 
by IV 2 lengths over Old Timer. In 2018, he 
beat Raven’s Choice by IV4 lengths. That 
performance was his fastest, but this year 
was the best. 

Despite the clock-like regularity, the 
plan was a few circumstances from not 
happening. You’ve still got to get to the 
race. Senior Senator colicked a little during 
the off-season and went to New Bolton 
Center (he was fine), he was lame in a 
hind leg the week before the race (it was 
gone the next day), he nearly got loose at 
the Cheshire Point-to-Point in March (but 
didn’t). And, as usual, Senior Senator tested 
his people at home. 

“Every day on every ride, there’s a 
moment where he explodes out of sheer 


exuberance and he will leap 15 feet in the 
air,” said Davies. “He’s not mean at all, but 
that requires daily care and thought. We 
just try to not get in his way. It’s more chal¬ 
lenging than a regular, simple horse you 
don’t have to think about as much.” 

The team takes none of it for granted. 

“To be able to arrive at the Grand 
National year after year in itself is an 
achievement,” said Davies. “Every year, it 
seems like there’s something that makes 
you think, Are we going to make it?’ ” 

So far, that answer is yes. 

Late, but not too late 

Irv Naylor’s Aquies won the $20,000 
allowance timber thanks in large part to a 
heady ride from Eddie Keating. You see, 
Aquies is not an easy horse to ride, even 
at age 7 and in his third season of timber 
racing. 

“I rode him twice last year and twice I 
got beaten because I either went too early 
or I went too late,” said Keating. “He’s very 
tricky to ride.” 

At the Grand National, the son of Artie 
Schiller sat well back of rapid early leader 
Vintage Vinnie (Ire) through much of the 
314-mile race for non-winners of two tim¬ 
ber races. Still third and 12 lengths down 
with a half-mile to go, Aquies chipped away 
and reached striking distance at the last 
fence before overpowering Vintage Vinnie 
in the stretch and winning by 214 lengths 


after 6:14. Biedermeier was a distant third 
as the only other finisher in a field of six. 

“I wanted a lead going to the last, and 
just waited and waited,” said Keating. “You 
can’t get to the front early with him because 
they’ll catch you. We were biding our time 
early and planning to go with one run at 
the end. It worked. If I went earlier, I think 
I would have been beaten. If I went any 
later, I might have been beaten as well.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Roy and Gretchen 
Jackson, Aquies made two (relatively lousy) 
starts on the flat as a 3-year-old with trainer 
Arnaud Delacour in March 2015. By 
September, he was a steeplechaser with 
Naylor and trainer Kathy Neilson. It’s been 
a journey. Aquies finished last in his hurdle 
debut, won a $10,000 maiden claimer in 
spring 2016 and became a flat horse again 
for three starts that summer—winning a 
$25,000 maiden claimer on the turf at Parx 
July 4 and getting claimed by Scott Lake. 

Neilson was crushed. 

“I was mad at myself, but I had no 
thought that anyone would come in and 
take a jumper,” said Neilson. “It was eye¬ 
opening. Every single day I would wake 
up in a dark place and thinking about how 
I wanted him to come back to my barn.” 

She talked to Lake, talked to Naylor, 
talked to herself. 

For Lake and owner Joe Besecker, 
Aquies finished second at Delaware Park 
Sept. 8,2016. Two weeks later, he was back 
with Naylor and Neilson and finished 
fourth in a novice hurdle stakes at Belmont. 

“Scott Lake was actually pretty nice 
about it and let me buy him back,” said 
Neilson. “He didn’t have to do that. I’m 
grateful to the Naylors to agree to do that 
too because it probably wasn’t the best 
business decision.” 

In 2017, Neilson made the bay gelding 
a timber horse and he won at Willowdale 
before finishing second or third in his next 
five starts through May 2018. He fell in 
the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup late last year 
and emerged this spring with a fourth in 
the My Lady’s Manor stakes a week before 
the Grand National. Appreciating the class 
drop to allowance company, Aquies shined 
a week later. 

“He has the ability and fair play to him 
because he ran at that horse in the run-in,” 
said Keating. “I feel good for the owners 
because he’s a frustrating horse, he finishes 
second and third so much. They put time 
into him and kept it going. Today was his 
day.” 

All Heart

were back in the winner’s circle of a timber 
race after Flaming Sword (Ire) ran away 
with the $10,000 allowance timber for 
trainer Leslie Young and jockey Aaron 
Sinnott. Fresh off a point-to-point score 
at Piedmont in Virginia March 23, the 
5-year-old son of Gold Well (GB) took 
over after the ninth fence and rolled home 
to win by 6% lengths over The Duck with 
Codrington College (Ire) third. 

Owned by Fat Chance Farm (the 
Valentines’ granddaughter Joy Slater plus 
Lisa Stroud), Flaming Sword handled the 
competition and brought back plenty of 
memories. The Valentines campaigned a 
slew of top horses including three-time 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner Cancottage 
(GB) and major American hurdle winners 
Lucky Boy III, Deux Coup, Down First 
and Tan Jay in addition to top horses on 
the flat and in England and Ireland. Slater 
wore the silks to Maryland Hunt Cup wins 
aboard Cancottage, making history as the 
first woman jockey to win the race in 1980. 

Recalling all that history, Slater put the 
silks back to work. 

“Why not? It’s a bit of fun,” she said. 
“They’re the best and I’m sure Granny 
approves.” 

As for Flaming Sword, the bay gelding 
won a point-to-point in Ireland before 
being imported by Young and looks the 
part. 

“This might be a fun horse,” said Slater. 
“I just bought him on the telephone by 


chance. Leslie called me about him and I 
agreed. It was a total whim and I was in the 
right place at the right time. He was a bit 


novicey, but he should be because it’s only 
his third run.”

Mystic Strike , Beecher land timber stakes

U phill, downhill, left, right— 
the My Lady’s Manor 
timber course goes in 
all directions and rewards the 
horses and the jockeys who 
best navigate the various twists 
and turns (and timber fences) 
along the route. 

Enter Mark Beecher and 
Mystic Strike, who teamed 
up to win the 2019 Manor by 
taking advantage of others’ 
miscues and sticking to a plan 
even when it looked like the 
wrong idea. Late in the 3-mile 
race April 13 in Monkton, Md., 

Mystic Strike was in contention 
at the front of the field along 
with Doc Cebu, Witor (Ger) 
and Lemony Bay (GB) with a 
half-mile to go. Then Mystic 
Strike backed off as the oth¬ 
ers sped toward the third-last 
fence. Beecher’s horse wasn’t 
finished. He let them go, on 
purpose, in a decision that 
probably sealed the win. 

“I wanted to get a breather into my lad 
so if they all wanted to go have a race it 
was fine,” said Beecher. “If I could get 
a breather, they’d be cutting each other’s 
throats in front of me and maybe I could 
catch them in the stretch. Sometimes it 
works out, sometimes you look like a com¬ 
plete fool. You can’t wait out the back here, 
that doesn’t work, but a breather at some 
stage can help a horse.” 


Mystic Strike got his breather, and then 
came running in the stretch—passing all 
three rivals over the final two fences to win 
by 1% lengths in 6:18.40. Witor hung on 
for second with Lemony Bay third. Timber 
champion Doc Cebu lost Hadden Frost 
with a mistake at the second-last while 
under pressure. 

“All credit to that horse, when I lit him 
up to come to the last he had it,” Beecher 


said. “He jumped the last and 
went on with it.” 

Owned by Upland Partners 
and trained by Todd McKenna, 
Mystic Strike won for the fourth 
time since converting to timber 
in 2016. Like multiple stakes 
winner Doc Cebu, the son of 
Smart Strike was purchased 
out of the flat barn of train¬ 
er Kieron Magee. McKenna 
gave credit to Annie Yeager 
for first spotting Mystic Strike 
on paper and asking trainer 
Don Yovanovich to look at the 
horse in a race at Charles Town 
at 2014. Yovanovich gave a 
thumbs up and McKenna 
called Magee. 

“I drove down to Pimlico 
to look at the horse and he 
brought him out of the stall 
and I was like, £ Oh wow,’ ” said 
McKenna. “He had the groom 
jog him back and forth in the 
shedrow and that was enough 
for me.” 

Mystic Strike had just won for a $5,000 
claiming price at Charles Town. Thinking 
there was more potential for flat success, 
Magee said he’d sell for $15,000. McKenna 
offered $7,500. They settled on $11,000 
(just about the total dollar figure another 
Charles Town win and claim would have 
brought). 

McKenna had the Florida-bred gelded, 
taught him to jump, went foxhunting and 
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Mystic Strike (left) leads Grand Manan and Lemony Bay in the My Lady’s Manor timber stakes.

unveiled a timber horse in 2016. He won a 
point-to-point and a maiden at Winterthur 
that spring. The next year, he won another 
point-to-point, an allowance at the Grand 
National and the Radnor Hunt Cup timber 
stakes (the latter by disqualification after 
losing by a nose). By comparison, 2018 
was a lost cause as Mystic Strike followed a 
point-to-point to start the season but lost 
his next four starts. Beecher blamed a little 
too much too soon. 

“We won the race at Radnor [in 2017] 
a little bit by default because we went so 
slow and then got quick at the end,” said 
the jockey. “Last year he came here and we 
jumped off and he just ran at the first two. 
He hit the second one and basically I was 


out the back and popped him around. His 
next two runs [seconds] at Winterthur and 
Radnor got him to this stage. He learned 
how to jump at speed and he understood 
it. It’s a big step up to this level.” 

McKenna watched the race unfold, and 
wasn’t sure of Beecher’s tactics. 

“I did second guess his move a little bit 
but the gambit paid off,” said the trainer. 
“It was a smart move. I just thought he lost 
some lengths but he really made them up.” 

Mystic Strike started making big steps 
early. Bred by Peter Vegso Racing Stable, 
the chestnut was a $280,000 RNA at the 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga yearling sale in 2010. 
Racing for Vegso and trainer Phil Gleaves 
as a 3-year-old, the horse won his third 


start in a 14-length romp at Calder and won 
again at that track the next year. Mystic 
Strike changed hands multiple times from 
there-David Jacobson, Linda Gaudet, 
Dane Kobiskie and Magee—before finding 
a steeplechase career. 

“I have an addiction to Smart Strikes 
now,” said McKenna. “Can you name one 
that did not run well over jumps? They’re 
big, strong, smart horses.” 

Mystic Strike is out of the New Jersey- 
bred Citidancer mare Mystic Rhythms, 
who won the Maryland Million Lassie in 
1995. Schoodic lost all five starts on the 
flat with trainer Michael Matz, but has won 
seven times over jumps. 
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In the John Rush Streett Memorial maiden timber Our Town (top photo) leads Schoodic 
and Awesome Adrian early on. In deep stretch, Schoodic prevails in a tight battle with Satish. 


FISHER’S MAIDENS 

Frost and trainer Jack Fisher swept 
both maiden timber races on the card, with 
Schoodic and Political Theatre (Ire). 

The former waited until the final stages 
to unleash a big kick and catch Satish (GB) 
while winning by a neck in 6:48. Awesome 
Adrian was third. Schoodic raced for 
seven seasons for his breeder Edie Dixon, 
winning five stakes over hurdles. Sold to 
Fisher’s parents Dolly and John, the 9-year- 
old used his speed late in his timber debut. 

“I thought we were third,” said Dolly 
Fisher of the final stages. “He went really 
well at the Foxhall team race (in March) 
and Jack liked him so we asked Edie about 
him. Johnny used to train for her too, and 
she didn’t really want a timber horse.” 

Most importantly, the deal is Schoodic 
gets a retirement with the Fishers once his 
timber career ends.

Schoodic’s win came in the John Rush 
Streett Memorial, a race with special mean¬ 
ing for the Fishers. 

“He was my grandfather,” said John 
Fisher. “John Rush Streett had a pack of 
hounds here called the Harford Hounds 
[which later merged with the Elkridge 
Hounds to become the Elkridge-Harford 
of today]. He was a foxhunter. He wasn’t a 
[racehorse] trainer, but they had the Manor 
races then and when he died they added a 
race in his name. We’ve always had some 
member of the family present the trophy.” 

This year’s presenter was Finn Maroney, 
John and Dolly Fisher’s grandson. 

“It’s special, beyond belief, to think 
about,” said John Fisher of winning the 
race. “We’ve won it before I think, and I 
know Jack has, but for it to happen is great. 
It’s great fun to think about.” 

One race later Political Theatre landed 
the first running of the Tom Voss Memorial 
maiden timber, a race named for another 
prominent horseman from the area. Voss 
died in 2014, and is a fitting honoree at his 
hometown timber meet. Voss won the 
Manor four times as a trainer (2000-03). 
His wife Mimi presented the trophy to 
Fisher (now the Manor co-chair with for¬ 
mer trainer Ross Pearce) and owner 
Michael Lund Petersen. Political Theatre 
won once over hurdles in Ireland in 2017 
and lost all five American starts in 2018. 
Fresh off a point-to-point win, the 7-year- 
old Presenting gelding fought off Renegade 
River to win by a length with Some Response 
(Ire) third after 6:21.80 for 3 miles. 

The win was Petersen’s first as a steeple¬ 
chase owner, to go with success on a more 
major level with the likes of Mucho Gusto 
and Mor Spirit on the flat in California 
with trainer Bob Baffert. 

FINALE GOES 
TO PRIME PROSPECTOR 

Peter and Sarah Jay’s Prime Prospector 
won the finale, an allowance timber for 
amateur/apprentice jockeys, by sticking to 
his script-a steady gallop, measured jumps 
and saving something for the end. 

“You need horses who will think about 
it,” said trainer Todd Wyatt of the Manor 
course and timber racing in general. “They 
can’t take it for granted. A good electric 
horse can get away with it maybe, but there 
aren’t many of them and even they get in 
trouble sometimes.” 

Prime Prospector and jockey Paul 
O’Neill stayed out of trouble, and turned 
aside Stand Down (Ire) to win by IV 2 
lengths in 6:24.90 for 3 miles. Carrickboy 
(Ire) was third. 


The winner collected his third timber 
win after taking two over hurdles and two 
on the flat. The latter career spanned two 
seasons with trainer Christophe Clement 
and Mike Stidham. Now 11, the son of 
Seeking the Gold and the A.P Indy mare 
Remember Love, sold for $195,000 as a 
2-year-old at Keeneland in 2010. 

For the Jays, Prime Prospector fills a role. 

“We do it for fun, to support the game,” 
said Peter Jay. “We’ve got a good team. 
Todd and [wife] Blair are the top of the 


game. Todd’s had others for us and he told 
me he had this horse that might make a 
timber horse. He’s a fun horse to own.” 

NOTES: The Manor raised its feature 
race purse to $50,000 this year, and also 
joined its other Maryland timber brethren 
(the Grand National and the Maryland 
Hunt Cup) as restricted to amateur jockeys 
. . . Early spring rain featured some slight 
course modifications due to wet areas of 
the course, but no jumps were eliminated. 
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Around the Ovals Laurel Park 


Top Caretakers 

Husband/wife teamwork helps 
push Laki to new heights in Whiteley

amon Dilodovico makes no bones 
about the talents of Laki. 

He knows Laki is fast, consistent 
and durable. He’s trained the Maryland- 
bred Cuba gelding since he finished last for 
a $25,000 tag in a maiden claimer late in his 
3-year-old season through his latest victory 
in the $100,000 Frank Whiteley Jr. Stakes 
April 20 at Laurel Park. 

Dilodovico has seen the ups and downs. 
And there are far more ups-four stakes 
wins and five stakes placings—than downs. 
Laki only finished off the board twice 
since that trailing effort in his debut, and 


that came in back-to-back editions of the 
Maryland Sprint Stakes-G3 on Preakness 
Day. So what’s the secret to Laki’s success? 

“It probably has to do with the groom 
keeping him happy more than what we 
do,” said Dilodovico, who splits time 
between training and his job with the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s television produc¬ 
tion crew. “His groom is actually my wife 
[Christine]. I don’t know if there is a better 
caretaker for a horse in the state, maybe in 
the game.” 

Dilodovico also credits the patience 
of Laki’s owners Hillside Equestrian 


Meadows for the gelding becoming a force 
in his native state’s sprint division. 

The latest victory came at the expense 
of fa mili ar rival Lewisfield in the 6-fur¬ 
long Whiteley, avenging a 5-length loss 
in the Not For Love Stakes March 16. 
Laki finished third in the Feb. 16 General 
George Stakes-G3 behind Uncontested 
and Majestic Dunhill in his only other start 
of 2019. 

Dilodovico provided targets for Laki in 
his serious breezes between the Not For 
Love and Whiteley, sensing the gelding 
could use some help staying to task. 

“Going into his last race, in his breezes 
he was just kind of doing it, but he 
wasn’t into it,” Dilodovico said. “Horacio 
[Karamanos] had a couple ideas about giv¬ 
ing him some targets to run at. We tried 
that in his most recent breeze coming 
into the race and he really picked it up. It 
picked him up a little bit more going into 
the race.” 

Karamanos kept Laki off the pace of 
longshot Tradfest through an early quar¬ 
ter of :22.05 before going to the whip 
approaching the five-sixteenths on the way 
to a half in :44.54. Lewisfield took over on 
the far turn and opened up in the stretch 
before Laki made a wide move into the 
lane. Laki went past his rival in the stretch 
to win by 3A lengths in 1:08.47 on the fast 
track and earned a 108 Beyer Speed Figure. 

Laki’s victory in the Whiteley, one 
of seven stakes on the Spring Stakes 
Spectacular Day card, earned his connec¬ 
tions $60,000 and padded his bankroll to 
$448,042. He’s won eight of 19 starts. 

SPECTACULAR ‘STRAIT’ 

The Spring Stakes Spectacular featured 
six other stakes worth $650,000, includ¬ 
ing the $125,000 Federico Tesio Stakes 
won by Maryland-bred Alwaysmining by 
11 Vi lengths to earn an automatic bid into 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl. On that theme, 
Maryland-bred Las Setas earned a spot in 
the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 by win¬ 
ning the Weber City Miss by a nose over 
Our Super Freak. 

Irish Strait, older half-brother to last 
year’s Pimlico Special-G3 winner Irish War 
Cry, held off multiple challenges in the 
stretch to win a four-way photo in the 
$100,000 Henry S. Clark Stakes on the 
grass. Irish Strait just missed the All Along 
Turf Course record in the Clark, winning 
the 1-mile stakes in 1:33.94 over firm 
ground. Blacktype (Fr) set the mark of 
1:33.43 winning the 2016 Commonwealth 
Turf Cup Stakes-G3. 
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Jorge Vargas Jr. rode the winner for 
trainer Graham Motion for his third stakes 
score of the day. 

“It was a beautiful trip. I was stalking 
them and he was very comfortable on the 
backstretch,” Vargas said. “When I asked 
him he was there for me. I knew he was 
going to dig in because he likes to fight, 
and he did.” 

The New Jersey-bred son of English 
Channel topped a field made up of four 
graded stakes winners and a pair of two- 
time Maryland Million Turf winners. Irish 
Strait, the 9-5 favorite in the field of 
seven, held off multiple stakes winner 
O Dionysus and Maryland’s 2017 Horse 
of the Year Just Howard on his outside 
and Real Story on the rail to earn his 
third career stakes win for owner/breeder 
Isabelle de Tomaso. 

“I give Jorge a lot of credit. He’s really 
got him figured out,” Motion said. “I’m 
glad we could reward him for going down 
to Florida to ride him a couple of times. 
He likes the ground being a little firm, 
and I think this is a great trip for him. He 
loves the mile. It’s a great family. It’s Irish 
War Cry’s family and this has been a great 
producing family.” 

Motion doubled on the card, also win¬ 
ning the $100,000 Dahlia Stakes with the 
comebacking Secret Message for Madaket 
Stables, ERJ Racing, Elayne Stable 5 and 
Bouchey Thoroughbred Ventures. Winner 
of the Pucker Up Stakes-G3 last summer 
at Arlington Park, the 4-year-old daughter 
of Hat Trick (Jpn) defeated 6-5 favorite 
La Moneda by a nose to win her first start 
of 2019. 

Trevor McCarthy rode Secret Message, 
who hadn’t been out since a sixth in 
the Queen Elizabeth II Challenge Cup 
Stakes-Gl in mid-October at Keeneland. 

“Trevor and I talked about it. We didn’t 
want to rush her; it was her first race back 
this year,” Motion said. “Her best race she 
ran was at Arlington when she came from 
far back. This filly has improved. She’s 
a big, strong filly and she ran a big race 
today.” 

COURSE MARK 

Tom O’Grady’s Maryland-bred Dirty 
didn’t miss his chance at a course record in 
the inaugural $100,000 King T. Leatherbury 
Stakes. The 4-year-old son of Maclean’s 
Music won the 5/4-furlong Leatherbury in 
1:00.65 under Vargas, breaking the Dahlia 
Course mark of 1:01.25 set by Mendassity 
in October 2013. Dirty won his only other 
start on the Laurel grass, a conditioned

allowance last June, for trainer Jeremiah 
Englehart. 

“He’s been tearing down the barn and 
he’s been in his feed tub constantly,” said 
Talie Lynch, Englehart’s assistant. “He’s 
just been really, really happy and had some 
really good works with Jorge.” 

Vargas kept Dirty off contested quick 
early splits set by American Sailor and 
Completed Pass before running down the 
latter in the lane under a sustained drive. 

“This horse, I worked him last week 
and he worked really good,” Vargas said. 
“They were going quick because I was 
pretty far behind them and my horse is 
quick. When I ducked him out, he just took 
off. The long stretch helps a lot, it does. 
The second wire is a long way turning for 
home and you have to measure it. If you’ve 
got the horse, you’re going to get there.” 

Bred by Barak Farm out of the winning 
Yes It’s True mare Martini, Dirty sold twice 
at public auction. He brought $67,000 at 
the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October 
yearling sale and then resold to O’Grady 
for $120,000 at the 2017 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May 2-year-olds in training sale. 

Dirty improved to 4-for-12 with the 
Leatherbury victory and boosted his earn¬ 
ings to $202,255. 

QUEEN OF LAUREL 

Ms Locust Point can’t get enough of 
Laurel. 

Cash is King and Jim Reichenberg’s 
multiple stakes winner won her lone starts 
at Laurel as a 2- and 3-year-old, took 
two more as a 4-year-old-including the 
Barbara Fritchie Stakes-G2 —and added 
another victory as a 5-year-old in the 
$100,000 Primonetta Stakes. 

Trained by John Servis, the daughter 
of Dialed In improved to 5-for-7 at Laurel 
with the nose victory over Cairenn in the 
6-furlong stakes. Vargas rode Ms Locust 
Point for his stakes double. 

“She’s the queen of Laurel,” Reichen¬ 
berg said. 

Notes: Laurel wrapped the 19-day spring 
meeting May 5 with Trevor McCarthy and 
Mike Trombetta atop the rider and trainer 
standings, respectively. McCarthy collected 
his third straight meet title with 22 victo¬ 
ries, 11 more than Horacio Karamanos. 
Trombetta won his first Laurel title since 
2015 with 12 wins. Claudio Gonzalez saw 
his four-meet streak come to an end when 
second with nine victories.

Six Thousand Lakes 

Pennsylvania-based trainer becomes 
just sixth in history to reach milestone

W hen Scott Lake began training 
32 years ago, saddling all 64 of 
his starters at home base Penn 
National, little did he dream that he would 
one day ascend to the same lofty heights 
as the sport’s all-time winningest trainers. 

Lake just wanted to make a living in 
racing, not really thinking about break¬ 
ing records. He’d worked in the industry 
his whole life, except for a brief stint in a 
dairy store stocking shelves and running 
the register when he was in high school. A 
man who worked in a nearby butcher store 
wanted to teach him to be a butcher, but, 
as Lake recalled, “I noticed he had three 
or four fingers missing, so I decided that 
wasn’t the job for me.” 

Fast forward a few decades, to April 
22, 2019, at Parx Racing, and there was 
Lake, standing in the winner’s circle at 
Parx Racing with his family, and holding 
up a sign that read, “Congratulations Scott 
Lake—Win #6,000!” He had become only 


the sixth trainer in history to do so. He 
trails just Dale Baird, Steve Asmussen, 
Jerry Hollendorfer, Jack Van Berg and 
King Leatherbury. 

Lake, 53, achieved the milestone with 
a first-time starter, Aurora Vista’s I’m the 
Talent, ridden by Louis Gabriel Villanueva, 
and was so confident in the filly’s chances 
that he even changed his travel plans, hav¬ 
ing originally intended to head to Florida 
for the OBS Spring sale of 2-year-olds. He 
was glad he delayed the trip. 

For Lake, the road to 6,000 wins wasn’t 
always smooth. From 1987, his initial sea¬ 
son, there were good years and bad, from 
as little as one victory in 1992, to his first 
100-win year in 1998. That jumped to 
more than 300 wins in 2000, more than 
400 in 2001, and 528 in 2006, his career 
high point. 

Collecting 528 victories while maintain¬ 
ing strings up and down the East Coast 
took its toll on Lake and his home life, and 


he eventually scaled back to more manage¬ 
able numbers. He began concentrating on 
running horses at Parx and Penn National. 
Last year, he won 87 races. 

“It’s unbelievable,” said Lake after 
reaching the milestone. “For all my help, 
all my owners, every horse I had the plea¬ 
sure of putting the tack on, it means the 
world to us.” 

Trying to reflect on more than 30 years 
and 6,000 winners, and determining his 
career highlights, wasn’t easy for Lake. He 
did, however, mention a few memorable 
moments. 

“Watching Thunderello finish second 
in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl [in 2002] 
while holding my daughter Emily, who was 
3 or 4 at the time, and screaming for him, 
was obviously a big moment,” said Lake. 
“And then running one of my all-time 
favorites, Spooky Mulder [a winner of 34 
races lifetime] at Saratoga, he was always 
so game. Of course, Shake You Down [a 
multiple graded stakes winner of $1.4 mil¬ 
lion] gave me some big thrills.” 

Lake said he’s happy keeping his stable 
size to about 75-80 horses, as it allows him 
to spend more time with his family. But as 
he reflects upon his achievement, he real¬ 
izes that he is now on the same footing as 
those trainers he’d always admired. 

“When you’re growing up, and you’re 
looking at these guys and they’re winning 
all these races, they become your idols, 
and then one day you’re now an equal 
with them. You wake up and you’re sixth 
all-time, and you say, wow, how did this 
happen?” 

And Lake’s next goal? Could he reach 
7,000 wins? 

“Well, I’d like to knock off Leatherbury 
[in fifth place with 6,501 wins] first,” he 
said. “I have no plans of going anywhere.” 

I He may have had somewhat of a late 
start to his racing career, but Bethlehem 
Road has really made up for lost time since 
his debut April 1. 

Owned and bred by Gryphon Invest¬ 
ments, Don Ameche III and Randy Reed, 
and trained by Dee Curry, Bethlehem Road 
sparkled in his first start, despite being the 
only first-timer in the field of nine and 
having to navigate the tricky 7-furlong 
distance. 

Jockey Luis Rodriguez Castro put the 
son of Quality Road on the engine right 
out of the gate, and he opened nearly a 
2-length lead after the first quarter-mile. 
Castro kept the colt in hand around the 
turn, where he increased his advantage to 3 
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lengths, and then arrived at the top of the 
stretch still going easily. Down the lane, he 
was never seriously challenged and cruised 
home by 414 lengths over War Tocsin. 

Three weeks later, Bethlehem Road 
showed his debut romp wasn’t a fluke. 
Cutting back to 514 furlongs, he ran essen¬ 
tially the same race-going to the front 
under Rodriguez Castro, and then steadily 
opening up to win by 314 lengths. The colt’s 
one-month haul was $54,600. 

Curry has had a nearly 20-year business 
relationship with Jeff Bowen, who races 
under the name Gryphon Investments. 
Among the horses she’s trained for him are 
Eighth Wonder, a multiple stakes winner 
of over $250,000. 

Curry said that Bowen, Ameche and 
Reed had planned to breed Bethlehem 
Road’s dam Alydarla, a stakes-placed daugh¬ 
ter of Henny Hughes whom Ameche pur¬ 
chased for $75,000 at the 2013 Keeneland 
November sale, and sell the offspring, but 
decided to keep Bethlehem Road. 

“I got him at the end of his 2-year-old 
year,” said Curry. “I liked him right away. 
He was a little on the small side and had 
a lot of developing to do, but he started 
growing and filling out. Seven furlongs can 
be a tricky distance for a first-time starter, 
and I wasn’t sure if it was right for him. But 
some other races didn’t go, and I thought 
I’d take a shot, since he was very fit.” 

Curry said that his maiden-breaker was 
a perfect stepping stone to a two-turn race, 
but longer races weren’t filling, so they 
decided to cut him back to 514 furlongs. 

“His Beyer number was impressive in 
his first start and he was ready to go, and 
he showed that he could handle the shorter 
distance,” said Curry. “He won both of 
his races so easily—we’re all pretty excited 
about him.” 

I Ed Coletti Jr. couldn’t have been happier 
the afternoon of April 27. After all, he’d 
just saddled the winners of both $100,000 
stakes races for Pennsylvania-breds on the 
program, a career “first” for the veteran 
horseman. 

Coletti tightened the girth on Uptown- 
charlybrown Stud and Godric’s Midnight- 
charly in the Lyman Handicap, and less 
than a half-hour later on Mario Mangini’s 
Zipper’s Hero in the Foxy J. G. Both races 
were at 7 furlongs. 

Midnightcharly, a son of Uptowncharly- 
brown, collected his first stakes victory 
with a stretch surge. It was also his ini¬ 
tial foray into stakes competition after 
never having finished worse than second

in eight previous starts. He ran coupled in 
the wagering with his older full-brother, 
Midtowncharlybrown. 

“I knew one was going to win, but I 
didn’t know which one,” said Bob Hutt, 
who heads Uptowncharlybrown Stud. 
“Basically we were hoping they would 
finish one-two, but it set up just great. It 


was Midnightcharly’s first stakes race and 
he delivered. We were so happy but we’re 
proud of both horses and the tremendous 
job that Ed Coletti Jr. has done. 

“The Uptowncharlybrown progeny just 
continue to amaze even me,” Hutt said. “I 
have to pinch myself to see if I’m dream¬ 
ing or if this is really happening. How

often do you see two full-brothers, now 
both stakes winners, competing in the 
same stakes race?” 

In the Foxy J. G. for fillies and mares, 
Coletti sent out the pair of Smokinpaddy- 
lassie and Zipper’s Hero, with the latter 
running away from her 11 rivals in a 
2 !/ 2 -length romp. The 6-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Partner’s Hero was never headed, 
and boosted her career earnings past the 
$400,000 mark. 

I Two new benevolence programs were 
launched by the Pennsylvania Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association: A Leg Up, 
which is a mentoring program designed to 
help people get started in jobs on the back- 
stretch, and Pony Up, to help backstretch 
workers with addiction. 

A Leg Up’s goal is to give newcomers to 
the sport a chance to work for a few days 


under a mentor trainer, learning to hot- 
walk. After being approved by the mentor, 
the PTHA will pair up the new hotwalkers 
with a stable at Parx. 

Danielle Montgomery of the PTHA 
said that opportunities can also be explored 
in positions such as valets, pony riders, 


jockey agents, in the racing office, and 
marketing. 

Pony Up offers a confidential and pro¬ 
fessional program for backstretch workers 
who ask assistance with overcoming addic¬ 
tion, and has partnered with programs in 
Bucks County for support. %

Pair of Stites-trained distaffers 
shine in April allowance triumphs

A pril brought out the best in a pair of 
gray distaffers trained by longtime 
Penn National-based conditioner 
Flint Stites. 

Stites, who has been saddling horses 
at the Grantville racetrack for more years 
than he’d care to remember, tightened the 
girths on Baywood Farm’s Flattering Ruby 
and Richard Bosshard and Cal Lin Racing’s 
Shes Julia Child and each won allowances 
during the period. 

Starting things off April 5 was Flatter¬ 
ing Ruby, a 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Mad Flatter, who scored in 
a 6 -furlong test. The mare gave Stites and 
Luana Johnson, her owner/breeder who 
races under the Baywood Farm banner, 
some anxious moments as she hurtled 
toward the wire. The 2 -length lead she’d 
established in mid-stretch evaporated little 
by little as a flying I’ll Take the Cake closed. 

Under strong urging from Jackie Davis, 
Flattering Ruby held on, and crossed the 
wire three-quarters of a length in front of 
that rival, after 1:10.67 on a sealed track. 

“She had a habit of not breaking well 
and then running behind horses, but she’s 
been able to do much better under Jackie 
[Davis],” said Stites, an equine veterinarian 
before giving up his practice in 1994 to 
concentrate on training full-time. “She’s 
helped this mare a lot. She gets along very 
well with her, and that’s made the differ¬ 
ence. Flattering Ruby is a very big, strong 
mare, very muscular, and isn’t easy to ride.” 

The victory—her fifth lifetime—boosted 
Flattering Ruby’s lifetime earnings over the 
$ 100,000 mark. 

Two weeks later, Stites sent out Shes 
Julia Child to her second consecutive win 
of the year, a race in which she also hung 
on for dear life to narrowly prevail. 

Edwin Gonzalez reserved the 4-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Free¬ 
dom Child just off the early lead in the 
IVL-mile test, then guided her wide and 


away from the mud being kicked back 
on the sloppy surface. She came around 
horses at the head of the lane to take the 
lead and seemingly had the race won when 
she began to bear out late, opening the 
door for Wildcat Cartridge to close the 
gap. At the wire, Shes Julia Child won by a 
half length in 1:45.85. 

“She’s a sound-sensitive filly,” said 
Stites. “She reacts to loud sounds. One 
time, someone slammed a door near the 
clubhouse and she bucked the rider off. 
We tried putting cotton in her ears but she 
fought it pretty hard. We’ve worked with 
her and she’s done well.” 

Like her stablemate, Shes Julia Child 
went over the $ 100,000 mark in lifetime 
earnings with her allowance tally. The filly, 
out of the West by West mare Jolie’s Julia 
has won four of 18 starts. 

■ Lawrence Kip McCreery’s Rivington, 
a 4-year-old son of To Honor and Serve, 
recorded a hard-fought allowance win 
April 3 for trainer Graham Motion, fight¬ 
ing throughout the lVi 6 miles to prevail as 
the betting favorite. It was the gelding’s 
first win since his debut in 2017, and fol¬ 
lowed a fifth in his 2019 debut at Laurel 
Park March 3. He made only one start in 
2018. 

His dam, Sindy With an S, won the 
Safely Kept Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 
at Laurel and as a broodmare has pro¬ 
duced stakes winner My Miss Tapit and 
graded stakes-placed I’ll Wrap it Up and 
Rattataptap. 

■ Tom Coulter’s Arrowwood Farm sent 
out another homebred winner when Kaiju 
registered a blowout victory April 25. The 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Sky Mesa went 
off as the overwhelming public betting 
choice at 20 cents on the dollar in the open 
maiden special weight for 3-year-olds. He 
ran to his odds, sitting just off the early 
leader through the first quarter-mile, then 
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seizing command at the five-sixteenths 
pole and kicking away to win by 6 V 2 lengths 
in 1:10.80 for 6 furlongs. 

Kaiju made four previous starts prior 
to his maiden score, finishing second in 
February and March. His dam, Five Grand 
Girl, by Five Star Day, is a stakes winner 
of $255,750, and produced a colt by Stay 
Thirsty in 2018. 

Through the end of April, Coulter 
was the leading owner at Penn National, 
with 11 wins and $257,771. Three others, 
including last year’s leading owner, Bush 
Racing Stable, were locked in second place 
with nine wins apiece. 

Among Coulter’s other winners in April 
was Kick Kick Hustle, a 3-year-old home¬ 
bred son of Weigelia, who posted a gritty 
half-length victory over open company in 
an allowance April 12. 

■ Penn National handicappers were treat¬ 
ed to an outstanding performance by the 
Ronald Abrams owned-and-trained El 
Potro April 18 when the 5-year-old son of 
First Dude sizzled 6 furlongs in 1:09.48 in 
a first-level allowance. 

Shipped to Grantville from his Parx 
Racing base, where he was coming off a 
victory March 30, El Potro wasn’t given 
much respect by Penn punters at 10-1 in 
the nine-horse field. Even-money favorite 
Smart Royal T, in from Laurel for Claudio 
Gonzalez, could do no better than third. 

Ruben Silvera hustled El Potro out of 
the gate and he sat a stalking trip through 
the first quarter-mile before taking charge 
by the half-mile pole. He opened a nearly 
2-length lead after early splits of :21.65 and 
:44.44, and then repulsed a challenge from 
For the Moment to draw away in deep 
stretch. It was the first allowance win for El 
Potro in 34 starts, and his seventh lifetime 
win. He’s now won more than $100,000. 

NOTES: Equibase Company was 
named the official timer at Penn National 
and installed a global positioning satel¬ 
lite system in early April. Among the 
benefits of GPS are accurate timing of 
races and positioning for race charts, with 
the potential for timing morning work¬ 
outs . . . The board of directors of the 
Pennsylvania Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, which represents 
horsemen at Penn National and Presque 
Isle Downs, approved an increase in losing 
jockey mount fees to $100, effective May 
1. In early April, the PHBPA also launched 
a digital and video campaign to educate 
the public about the safety and aftercare 
at Pennsylvania racetracks. An advertorial 



entitled “Pennsylvania Horse Racing: Doing Right by the Horses,” 
features Dr. Patty Hogan, of Hogan Equine in Cream Ridge, N.J., 
who speaks about the care and well-being of racehorses .. . When 
the curtain dropped on April, it was no surprise to see Tim Kreiser 
atop the trainers’ standings with 41 wins and a robust 26-percent 
strike rate. Kreiser has been the leading trainer for nearly a decade, 
and seems well on his way to another crown. Kim Graci followed 
with 27 wins, while Brandon Kulp had 17. Edwin Gonzalez led 
the jockeys’ standings with 65 victories, ahead of Inoel Beato (43 
wins) and Julio Hernandez (41). ^

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Awesome April 

New combination of Mitchell, Fisher 
finds success in early part of season

A bit quieter than typical thanks to 
some schedule defections, the April 
steeplechase calendar went timber 
racing in Maryland (see other articles in 
this edition) for three consecutive week¬ 
ends while also stopping at traditional 
hosts in Virginia and North Carolina. 

Stately Glenwood Park hosted the Mid- 
dleburg Spring Races for the 99th time 
April 20 and put on a show led by a triple 
from the barn of trainer Jack Fisher. Mikey 
Mitchell, the stable’s main jockey in a 
new partnership, rode all three-Bruton 


Street-US colobearers Special Relation 
(Ire) in the $35,000 allowance hurdle and 
Moscato (GB) in the featured $75,000 
Temple Gwathmey-G2 hurdle stakes and 
Gill Johnston’s Days of Heaven (Fr) in the 
Alfred Hunt steeplethon finale. 

Mitchell has enjoyed the new relation¬ 
ship. 

“It’s brilliant. I arrived the day after 
Boxing Day, I was there when the horses 
started coming in, to see the quality of 
animals and see them progress,” Mitchell 
said. “You’re sitting on some of the best 


in America, schooling a lot, had a few team 
chases and a bit of timber, easing my way 
into it a little bit. It’s great to work with 
an enthusiastic bunch, I live on the farm, 
you’re there when they’re fed, you see them 
out in the paddocks at night, I’m living it 
at the moment, which is great for a jockey.” 

The 28-year-old Englishman rode races 
in Australia, and made his American debut 
with seven rides here in 2014 and another 
two in 2016. In 2017, he uncurled his ruck¬ 
sack and made a career move, winning nine 
races, and another 12 last season. 

At Middleburg, Mitchell teamed up 
with Moscato for the first time and landed 
the Gwathmey on the powerful gray. The 
open hurdle stakes always draws a top- 
class field and this year was no different as 
10 showed up including Grade 1 winners 
Scorpiancer (Ire), All the Way Jose, Show 
Court (Ire) and Portrade (Ire) plus 2018 
novice star Belisarius (Ire) and major Irish 
winner Clarcam (Fr). 

Moscato and the Fisher-trained Scor¬ 
piancer bookended the field, with the 
former powering off to win by 3A lengths 
and the latter pulling up. After successful

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campaigns in 2017 (an Eclipse Award for 
Scorpiancer and an NS A novice crown 
for Moscato), neither raced in 2018 due to 
injuries. Moscato’s 2017 season included 
four wins —maiden, allowance and two 
novice stakes —and two seconds in six tries. 
He shook off some of the layoff rust with 
a sixth on the flat at Green Spring Valley 
Point-to-Point and then thumped every¬ 
body in the Gwathmey. 

Trained by Mark Prescott and Oliver 
Sherwood in England, Moscato won five 
times on the flat going 2 miles and fin¬ 
ished seventh—of 34 runners—in the 2015 
Cesarewitch Handicap going 214 miles at 
Newmarket. He started four times over 
hurdles in England, placing second twice 
and third once while finding a rating of 
125. Imported for the 2017 season, he 
impressed immediately and led all first-year 
horses with $156,000 in earnings. Sidelined 
with an injury for 2018, he handled the 
step up to open company with style. 

Clarcam made the early running in 
the 21/2-mile stakes, yielded to Jaleo (Ger) 
who was in turn swarmed by Belisarius. 
Moscato got last run, and scored by 314 
lengths. Belisarius stayed for second with 
Jaleo third. 

Also at Middleburg, Ballybristol Farm’s 
Andi’amu (Fr) stepped into timber stakes 
company with a win in the $30,000 
Middleburg Hunt Cup for trainer Leslie 
Young and jockey Jack Doyle. The 9-year- 
old won twice and placed in two stakes 
over hurdles, before easing into his new 
career in 2018 with wins over the cross¬ 
country courses at Middleburg and the 
Virginia Gold Cup. This year, it’s real tim¬ 
ber and he ruled at Middleburg, galloping 
away to a 514-length win before adding the 
Virginia Gold Cup in May. 

“I hadn’t schooled him last year, I did 
go up and school him this year because we 
were going to proper timber,” Doyle said. 
“It just came naturally to him last year, he 
has so much ability, he’s only going around 
in second gear. He’s able to fiddle it and 
figure it out as he goes, he finds it so easy.” 

A CROWNING 
IN THE QUEEN’S CUP 

A week after Middleburg, Fisher put 
up another three spot at the Queen’s 
Cup in Mineral Springs, N.C., April 27. 
Riverdee Stable’s Gibralfaro (Ire) led the 
way with a win in the $100,000 Queen’s 
Cup MPC Chase novice hurdle stakes.

Quinn Scala lost an iron, but it didn’t matter as Han no won at the Queen’s Cup. 


Mitchell placed the 7-year-old in the mid¬ 
dle of the nine-horse field and gradually 
crept into contention leaving the backside 
the final time. Gibralfaro swung into the 
fray down the hill and drew off to win by 
1 % lengths over My Afleet, making his first 
start since August 2017, and Fisher-trained 
Storm Team. 

Gibralfaro collected his second win 
and first stakes win since leaving Alan 
King’s English yard last winter. Mitchell 
was happy with how it all unfolded. 


“I was quite content to sit fourth, I was 
really pleased with the run I got, I was sav¬ 
ing as much ground as I could, he switched 
off, I wasn’t hemmed in, his jumping was 
great, absolutely great,” Mitchell said. “I 
made a little ground coming up the hill, 
I just didn’t want to be too far running 
down because they can get away from 
you. Storm Team was in my sights and 
My Afleet wasn’t getting the best of runs. 
I gave him plenty of room on the better 
ground, he met both fences great, once he 
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passed Storm Team, it filled his confidence, 
he picked the bridle up and went away in 
hand.” 

Duodecim Stable’s All for Us (Willie 
McCarthy) won a handicap hurdle in 
the opener to start Fisher’s triple while 
Johnston’s horse Hanno won the stee- 
plethon to give the trainer’s assistant Quinn 
Scala her first win as a jockey 

All for Us collected his third hurdle 
score since making his debut for Duodecim 
and Fisher at the Iroquois Steeplechase in 
2016. The long-striding, rangy son of Tiz 
Wonderful won four races on the flat for 
Tom Proctor before making a quick con¬ 
version to jumping (he ran at Tampa Bay 
Downs for Proctor March 5, 2016, and 
won at the Iroquois for Fisher May 14). 
All for Us hit the board in each of his next 
five starts that season before missing 2017. 
He returned to win a handicap hurdle at 
Shawan Downs and finish sixth in the 
Foxbrook at Far Hills to close 2018. 

All for Us won for the third time over 
jumps and pushed his earnings to just shy 
of $100,000. 

“That horse has so much power. He’s 
calm under pressure. And he’s got a great 
jockey,” said co-owner Charlie Constable, 
who got involved on the advice of owner 
Alike Hankin. “He had the foresight to say, 
‘Let’s get more people involved in racing, 
let’s spread that word.’ I took that chal¬ 
lenge and got a group of friends together, 
we’ve gotten very lucky, we recognized 
that. Everybody was new. They think it’s 
really easy and they’ll continue to think that 
today. I tell them, ‘Temper your expecta¬ 
tions but enjoy it while it lasts.’ It’s so fun. 
No one cares what you win, it’s just about 
winning.” 

Scala’s win was just as much fun for 
pretty much everyone as she completed 
a seven-year quest to win an NSA jump 
race and got dumped into a water trough 
at the finish line by Fisher and McCarthy 
to celebrate. 

“That was unreal, that was so fun, I 
couldn’t have asked for a better spin around 
that course,” Scala said. “I’ve wanted to do 
this since I started working at Jack’s, seven 
years ago, to do it here...my first time 
being here.. .that was amazing.” 

Scala has ridden sparingly at point- 
to-points since guiding B’s Little Magic 
to wins in the large pony division of the 
field master chases in 2010. She won an 
open hurdle aboard Hinterland (Fr) at the 


Aliddleburg Point-to-Point in 2017. Before 
and after, there were a few flat spins and a 
handful of tries over jumps on the point- 
to-point circuit and in sanctioned races. 
Before Hanno’s win, she’d ridden seven 
races under rules. Wins weren’t forthcom¬ 
ing, doubters were. 

“There were times when a couple of 
the boys said, ‘Maybe you shouldn’t ride 
races, maybe it’s just not your thing.’ And I 
said, ‘Well, I don’t think that. I work hard 
here at Jack’s to prove myself to do what? 
To gallop them up the track every day?’ I 
don’t want to do that,” Scala said. “I said 
I would ride the point-to-points and see 
what I can get there. Green Spring did 
not go that great with Hanno. Jack said I 
needed to be more engaged so I was a bit 
worried today that I was out the back, that 
wasn’t the plan.” 

The plan didn’t matter as Hanno rallied 
in time to pass Ride Away in the stretch 
and win by 1 Vi lengths. 

Hanno is a half-brother to Grade 2 
flat winner Proctor’s Ledge, but won just 
one of 16 English flat starts for breeder 
Trish Moseley and trainer Ed Dunlop. 
The son of Henrythenavigator made his 
jump debut for Fisher and Johnston at 
Suffolk Downs in 2016, and won a maiden 
hurdle the next season before switching to 
timber late last year with a win at Callaway 
Gardens in November. 

Also at the Queen’s Cup, West Virginia- 
bred Corky Lemon won a maiden hurdle 
for owners/trainers Jason and Nancy Ruch 
with a front-running clinic put on by 
jockey Sean McDermott. 

“I thought it was perfect,” said Nancy 
Ruch of the definitive move to the lead. “I 
told Sean if he made it to the front that 
the horse was honest and would go all day 
long, so just rock.” 

Sixth at Camden March 30, Corky 
Lemon opened a commanding lead on four 
first-time starters and two overmatched 
rivals on the backstretch and rolled clear to 
win by 5% lengths over the debuting Snap 
Decision and You’re No Better (GB) from 
the far bigger barns of Fisher and Ricky 
Hendriks respectively. 

Bred by James Casey, Corky Lemon 
won seven races on the flat, and became 
the annual one-horse project of the Ruchs’ 
Smallwood Stable. Based in Camden for 
the winter, the Ruchs find a horse from 
the flat, teach him to jump and hope for 


the best. The endeavor earned $24,000 at 
the Queen’s Cup. 

“Sean rode him brilliantly. It’s Jason’s 
horse, he picked him, he rides him, I’m just 
here to collect the trophies,” Nancy said 
as she walked back to the barn (Jason was 
already there with Corky Lemon). “Jason 
watched him for a year, we were hoping 
they would sell him, it was Jason’s pick. I 
love Queen’s Cup, we’ve always had good 
luck here, it’s beautiful here.” 

NOTES: At Foxfield, Mason Lamp ton’s 
Maccabee (Richard Boucher) won for the 
second time in 2019 with a $25,000 handi¬ 
cap hurdle score in the Daniel Van Clief 
Memorial. Trained by Lilith Boucher, the 
winner started his hurdle career with a 
maiden claiming win at Aiken in March 
before finishing seventh at Camden in a 
115 handicap and dominating at the same 
level at Foxfield. The 6-year-old won by 5% 
lengths over Mavourneen with Bullet Star 
third. Also at Foxfield, Peggy Steinman’s 
5-year-old homebred mare Market Alley 
graduated the maiden ranks for trainer 
Doug Fout and jockey Barry Foley. The 
daughter of Flower Alley and the War 
Chant mare Skirmish was making her 
fourth hurdle start. Foley made it a double 
when he steered Kinross Farm’s Jump 
to Juneau home in the maiden timber 
for trainer Neil Morris. Also at Foxfield, 
Taking The Lead Racing’s Lead Investor 
won the maiden claiming hurdle two weeks 
before adding another win at Willowdale to 
go 2-for-2 for trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 
Aaron Sinnott was aboard at Foxfield while 
Tom Garner piloted at Willowdale May 12 
. . . Through May 12, Fisher was running 
away with the trainer standings with 17 
wins (to seven for his nearest competi¬ 
tor Jonathan Sheppard) while Alitchell’s 
nine wins led McDermott (eight) and Jack 
Doyle (six) atop the jockeys’ standings 
. . . The steeplechase race meet season 
ended in late May at Fair Hill, but the 
summer promises to be busy with stops 
at Monmouth Park (two hurdle races June 
21), Parx Racing (two flat races for jumpers 
July 1), nine races at Saratoga (July 17, 24, 
25, 31 plus Aug. 7,14, 21, 22 and 28) and a 
full schedule at Colonial Downs in Virginia. 
The latter cards jump races Aug. 10, 17, 24 
and 31 plus Sept. 7. That last day features 
the $50,000 Randy Rouse Stakes for fillies 
and mares Sept. 7.

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PEDIGREE MATTERS 


Tales of future past

A s a son of leading Mid-Atlantic sire 
Fiber Sonde and as the first West 
Virginia-bred winner of the state’s 
richest race, the Charles Town Classic-G2, 
Runnin’toluvya qualifies as a representative 
of the future of racing in the Mid-Atlantic. 
His pedigree, though, is entwined with the 
region’s historic past with deeply embedded 
ties to the breeding programs of William 
Woodward Sr., William L. Brann, Chris¬ 
topher Chenery and Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

Bred by Leslie Cromer, Runnin’toluvya 
is the best of 14 stakes winners from 
211 foals ages 3 and up by Fiber Sonde. 
All 14 won stakes at Charles Town. Only 
Late Night Pow Wow (out of the Indian 
Charlie mare Holy Pow Wow), winner of 
the Grade 3 Barbara Fritchie and two other 
stakes at Laurel Park in addition to the 
Grade 3 Charles Town Oaks, has captured 
a stakes at another track. 

Fiber Sonde stands at John McKee’s 
and Cyndy O’Bannon’s Beau Ridge Farm, 
just the proverbial stone’s throw from 
Charles Town near Kearneysville. Fiber 
Sonde suffered a paddock injury as a year¬ 
ling that prevented him from racing and 
was acquired for only $8,000 by Beau Ridge 
as a 2-year-old at the 2007 Keeneland 
November sale. 

Obviously, Fiber Sonde’s pedigree was 
the main attraction, since he is a half- 
brother by leading sire Unbridled’s Song to 
2004 champion sprinter Speightstown (a 
son of Gone West), who has since become 
one of the country’s leading sires. Fiber 
Sonde’s dam, Canadian champion Silken 
Cat, by Storm Cat, has since produced 
2017 Grade 2 Blue Grass Stakes and Grade 
3 Ohio Derby winner Irap, an earner of 
$1,672,600 by Tiznow. 

Silken Cat’s fifth dam Hildene, by 
Bubbling Over, was one of the original 


foundation mares for Chenery’s Meadow 
Stud near Doswell, Va. Hildene produced 
five stakes winners, headed by 1950 Horse 
of the Year, three-time champion and 
Preakness winner Hill Prince, by *Prince- 
quillo, and 1958 champion 2-year-old First 
Landing, by *Turn-to. Hill Prince’s feats 
earned him induction into the National 
Museum of Racing Hall of Fame in 1991. 
Hildene’s descendants also produced 
champion and Hall of Famer Cicada and 
top stakes winners Bold Experience and 
Upper Case for Chenery and Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Crusader Sword for Virginia breeder 
Paul Mellon. 

The first few generations of Runnin’to- 
luvya’s female line are not exactly littered 
with black type. His dam Lov’emnrun has 
produced only three foals in a checkered 
13-year career as a broodmare. Runnin’to¬ 
luvya is the only stakes winner in the first 
three generations of his pedigree, but his 
fifth dam, Lap o’ Luxury (by Rosemont), 
was a full-sister to Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Bed o’ Roses, champion 2-year-old filly of 
1949 and champion older mare of 1951. 
Bed o’ Roses’ 18 wins in 46 starts earned 
her a plaque in the Hall of Fame in 1976. 

Vanderbilt had purchased Lap o’ 
Luxury’s second dam, stakes-placed Little 
Sleeper, from Maryland breeder Brann, 
who with partner William S. Castle oper¬ 
ated Branncastle Farm and bred Little 
Sleeper and her full-brother, one of the 
greatest of all Maryland-breds, Challedon. 
By *Challenger II out of Laura Gal, by 
*Sir Gallahad III, Challedon won the 1939 
Preakness, Pimlico Special, and seven 
other stakes his 3-year-old season to be 
named divisional champion and take Horse 
of the Year honors, and repeated in 1940 
as champion handicap horse and Horse of 


the Year for Brann. Challedon was induct¬ 
ed into the Hall of Fame in 1977. 

Branncastle had acquired Laura Gal 
from yet another great Maryland breeder, 
William Woodward Sr., who had purchased 
her dam, Laura Dianti, by *Wrack, from 
the Clay family of Kentucky. Woodward 
subsequently exported Laura Dianti to 
England where she produced the good 
Blandford filly Rivalry, but that branch of 
the family has died out. 

Runnin’toluvya’s broodmare sire Not 
For Love, by Mr. Prospector, has been 
leading Maryland sire on many occasions 
and broodmare of others such as California 
Chrome. Rollicking, sire of his second dam 
Not So Cold, was also a leading Maryland 
sire. Runnin’toluvya’s internal pedigree is 
pretty much standard issue for the contem¬ 
porary American Thoroughbred. He is 
inbred 5x3 to Mr. Prospector and 5x4 to 
Northern Dancer, by far the two most 
influential sires in American pedigrees, and 
he also has a 5x5 duplication of Buckpasser, 
a horse whose name frequently appears 
coupled with both Mr. Prospector and 
Northern Dancer. 

As a gelding, Runnin’toluvya cannot 
contribute as a stallion to the future of the 
Mid-Atlantic’s Thoroughbred population, 
and, in fact, only one of Fiber Sonde’s 
eight male stakes winners is a colt. Bullets 
Fever, a two-time West Virginia Breeders 
Classics winner bred on the same Indian 
Charlie cross as Late Night Pow Wow, and 
winner of all eight of his starts, is the sole 
exception. 

If you see the name of Fiber Sonde 
in future pedigrees it will be through his 
daughters such as Late Night Pow Wow 
who have earned the right to pass on his 
genes to future generations. w

Bourbon Courage strikes 
first among freshman sires 

T he first Mid-Atlantic freshman sire to get a winner in 2019 is 
Bourbon Courage, a son of Lion Heart standing at Anchor 
and Hope Farm in Port Deposit, Md. 

Punk Rock Princess, her sire’s first official starter, broke her 
maiden May 2 at Laurel Park in her second start. Owned by Trevor 
Johnson, Dan Slattery and her trainer Jeremiah O’Dwyer, the filly 
bumped with favorite Gemagility leaving the gate, vied with that 
rival through opening fractions of :22.75 and :46.28, and dug in to 
win by a half length while completing the 4 V 2 -furlong maiden 
special weight in :52.53. A rallying second in her debut April 18, 
she has earned $40,560. 

Punk Rock Princess was bred in Maryland by Thomas Teal out 
of the winning Old Trieste mare My Little Monkey. The Bourbon 
Courage filly sold for $25,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Fall 
yearling sale. 

In a press release from Anchor and Hope, it was noted that 
Bourbon Courage’s first unofficial winner was his son Double 
Crown at this year’s Aiken Trials in March. 

Bourbon Courage retired to stud a millionaire, having won or 
placed in 11 stakes during his 25-start career while amassing 
$1,129,187. He captured the Grade 2 Super Derby going 1% miles 
at 3 and set a track record at Keeneland at 5, getting 6 V 2 furlongs 
in 1:15.38. Racing over four seasons, he was Grade 1-placed three 
consecutive years from 3 to 5 in the Clark and Donn Handicaps 
and Cigar Mile. In the 2014 Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl, he finished 
a fast-closing fourth after getting caught eight wide heading into 
the stretch. 

Standing his first two seasons at Heritage Stallions in 
Chesapeake City, Md., Bourbon Courage moved to Anchor and 
Hope with former Hertitage partner Louis Merryman before the 
2018 season. Out of the Carson City mare Shine Forth, descend¬ 
ing from champion Chris Evert and from the family of Eclipse 
Award-winning juvenile and major sire Chief’s Crown and cham¬ 
pion sire Bowman’s Band, 10-year-old Bourbon Courage stands 
for $5,000 live foal as the property of a syndicate. 


Master Rick gets first winners 

T he first winners for Beau Ridge Farm stallion Master Rick 
came nine days apart at Charles Town, as Tamera and 
Curtis Bass’ 3-year-old homebred Flashy Ready Rick (out 
of Ready Two Punch, by More Than Ready) scored March 28 
at 6 V 2 furlongs, followed by John McKee’s own 4-year-old filly 
Nurse Nicky (out of Nicky’s Intuition, by Unbridled’s Song), 
who won a 4A-furlong race April 6 . They are two of the stal¬ 
lion’s four starters from eight foals in his first two crops. 

A 10-year-old son of A.P Indy’s graded stakes-winning son 
Master Command, Master Rick is a multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $547,113. Winner of the Grade 3 Lone Star Park 
Handicap and Texas Mile Stakes, he is out of Whata Gem (by 
Maria’s Mon) from the family Grade 1 winner Life’s Hope. 

Owned by Cyndy O’Bannon and John McKee, Master Rick 
stands for $1,000 at the farm in Kearneysville, WVa.

Out for a Spin pulls a stunner 
in Keeneland’s G1 Ashland 



T he late Bill Backer bred dozens of stakes winners at his 
Smitten Farm near The Plains, Va. One of the last was born 
10 days before his death in 2016. 

Out for a Spin, a daughter of Hard Spun out of Backer’s 
homebred My Mammy, was born May 3, 2016, from a family of 
high achievers. On April 6, 2019, at Keeneland, the chestnut filly 
owned by Commonwealth Stable lit up the board when turning 
back the favorites—2018 champion 2-year-old filly Jaywalk and 
Resdess Rider-to win the Grade 1 Ashland by a neck. Trained by 
Dallas Stewart, Out for a Spin was the longest shot on the board 
at 52-1 and paid $106.20. 

The stakes worth $300,000 to the winner also provided 100 
points to secure Out for a Spin a spot in the Grade 1 Kentucky 
Oaks. She was never a factor in the Oaks and finished 10th of 14. 

The Backer estate sold Out for a Spin as a yearling at 
Keeneland September for $75,000 to former trainer Randy 
Bradshaw. He offered the filly the next spring at the OBS sale but 
brought her home as a $50,000 RNA and kept her to race under 
the Commonwealth Stable banner with partner Sam Samsel. 

Out for a Spin broke her maiden in her second start at 2 at Fair 
Grounds in late December, and won this past March in an off- 
the-turf allowance, both races on wet tracks. She now has three 
wins, all at F/i6 miles, in six starts for career earnings of $367,403. 

Out for a Spin’s Kentucky-bred dam My Mammy is a daughter 
of Came Home out of the Dixieland Band mare Divine Dixie. 
Backer had purchased Divine Dixie for $185,000 at the 2002 
Keeneland November sale in foal to Maria’s Mon. The mare’s only 
foal of racing age at the time was an unraced 2-year-old - she had 
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produced her third foal, a colt by Fusaichi Pegasus, that May. By 
the time Divine Dixie foaled My Mammy in late April 2005, her 
then 3-year-old named Bandini had won the Grade 1 Blue Grass 
Stakes and eventually started in the Kentucky Derby-Gl (but 
wound up 19th). By the time Bandini retired in 2006, he added the 
Grade 3 Skip Away Handicap at Gulfstream Park, won five of his 
nine starts, and earned $676,380. 

The exploits of Bandini made Divine Dixie a valuable com¬ 
modity- she sold for $2 million at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s 2005 
November sale while carrying a full-sibling to Bandini. 

The three foals Backer bred out of Divine Dixie all won 
for their breeder—the Maria’s Mon filly Ashley Hall; Virginia 
Minstrel, a gelded son of Pleasant Tap; and My Mammy. Trained 
by Hamilton Smith, My Mammy won two of eight starts, includ¬ 
ing her 2-year-old debut at Delaware Park, which prompted her 
connections to try her in stakes company. She finished third in 
Belmont’s Astoria that July, but wouldn’t reappear until midway 
through her 4-year-old season. 

Her success at 2, however, added more black-type to an already 
flashy pedigree (in which can be found Divine Dixie’s half-brother 
Stormy Afiantic, and their Santa Anita Oaks-Gl-winning dam 
Hail Atlantis, by Seattle Slew). When Smitten Farm offered My 
Mammy’s half-sister Ashley Hall at Keeneland November in 2007 
in foal to Fusaichi Pegasus, she brought $825,000. 

All five of My Mammy’s foals bred by Backer are winners, 
including the Blame filly Sweet Victory, a $285,000 Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga select sales yearling who won her first stakes May 7, 2016, 
in Gulfstream Park’s Honey Ryder Stakes and later added the 
Penn Oaks. The Backer-bred Ferdinanda (by Giant’s Causeway) 
failed to sell as a yearling and now races for Ann Backer. Second 
in Gulfstream Park’s 2018 Sanibel Island Stakes, she most recently 
won an allowance April 20 at Gulfstream for trainer Barclay Tagg. 

My Mammy was sold by the Backer estate for $72,000 at the 
2017 Keeneland January sale in foal to Blame. That colt, a May 
7 foal, sold at last summer’s Saratoga yearling sale for $500,000.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



Focus on health and safety isn’t 
new, but it’s greatly expanding

H orse racing has a way of sneaking up 
on you. Just when you think you’ve 
got things figured out and under 
control, there is an issue, event or situation 
that forces you to rethink your strategy and 
make improvements. 

The regulatory and adjudicatory aspects 
of the sport aren’t immune. And they are 
often the most criticized when something 
goes wrong or not the way some would like. 

Isolated developments in Thoroughbred 
racing so far this year have again put a 
rather harsh spotlight on equine health 
and safety. Unfortunately but not unpre- 
dictably, the glare enveloped the entire 
industry. 

It’s not hard to lose track of the numer¬ 
ous positive changes racing has made in 
regard to health and safety since the mid- 
2000s, and even earlier in some cases. Along 
with various programs, rule changes and 
new protocol, it has been well-established 
that they are all “living documents”—sub¬ 
ject to alteration and improvement as best 
practices or new science are identified. 

That, of course, is often lost in the lat¬ 
est “crisis” or simply ignored because it 
doesn’t suit an agenda. 

“It’s disappointing to me,” said Michael 
Algeo, chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission. “You’re damned if you do 
and damned if you don’t.” 

A smaller, but hardly unimportant, case 
in point in Maryland is the MRC Safety 
Committee, which recently was expanded 
and is meeting more frequently. There was 
speculation and even a little suspicion as 
to why when in fact the reason is simple: 
It’s time to build upon and improve what 
already is being done. 

Algeo, who is in his third year as MRC 
chairman, noted that the committee was 
in place under his predecessor, John 
McDaniel, who was a member of the 
commission for more than 30 years. Algeo, 
a retired Maryland Circuit Court judge, said 
he needed some time to get up to speed 


on horse racing but made sure to maintain 
continuity. 

“One of my first meetings was about 
health and safety issues at Laurel, and we 
dealt with the issues,” Algeo said. “This is 
not a new committee. There are just new 
issues we’ve started to address. The [pro¬ 
cess] started long before I started on the 
commission.” 

One of those new issues was a series of 
23 catastrophic injuries in a three-month 
span earlier this year at Santa Anita Park 
in Southern California. As of mid-May 
there hadn’t been any since the former 
track superintendent was asked to return, 
and The Stronach Group, which owns the 
track, implemented more stringent pre¬ 
race protocols that had been in effect in 
other jurisdictions. 

Santa Anita also called for a ban on 
race-day Lasix and whipping—neither are 
in effect as yet—and not long after that 
announcement a coalition of 20 race¬ 
tracks, many with common ownership, 
announced plans to push for a regulatory 
or legislative partial ban on Lasix. 

“After the Santa Anita situation, peo¬ 
ple began to ask, £ Oh my God, can this 
happen here?’” Algeo said. “The Safety 
Committee already existed but its purpose 
was to look at what we were doing and see 
if there was anything we needed to modify. 
No one in the industry I’ve met thinks 
Lasix and the whip are the issues at Santa 
Anita. In my humble opinion, I believe it 
was about weather, the surface and a push 
to fin fields.” 

As for Lasix, Algeo noted that in 
Maryland its race-day use is permitted and 
controlled by regulation, so there must 
be agreement among all parties to make 
a change. The Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association and Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association-members 
of a 10-year stakeholder agreement along 
with the Maryland Jockey Club—jointly 
opposed the proposed partial Lasix ban. 


Safety Committee meetings this spring 
have been attended by representatives of 
the MRC, including Assistant Attorney 
General Eric London and Executive 
Director Mike Hopkins; MRC Equine 
Medical Director Dr. Libby Daniel; 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association representatives; Maryland 
Jockey Club executives; Dr. Kelly Ryan of 
MedStar Health; stewards; and members 
of the jockey colony who offered their 
perspective on health and safety. 

Among the topics under discussion 
are pre-race examinations, which already 
have been tightened; continuing-education 
programs for horsemen; and protocol for 
when lightning is detected in the area dur¬ 
ing a live racing program. The group also 
discussed various equine and human safety 
best practices to compare them with those 
in other jurisdictions. 

To that end, Hopkins said a review 
of the 2012 New York Task Force on 
Racehorse Health and Safety report shows 
that Maryland has adopted the vast major¬ 
ity of recommendations made in the docu¬ 
ment, which stemmed from a series of cat¬ 
astrophic injuries at Aqueduct Racetrack. 
The report has been held up as a guide for 
other jurisdictions and will be reviewed by 
the MRC Safety Committee as needed. 

“We want these meetings to be more 
inclusive,” Algeo said. “We’ve got just 
about every stakeholder interest involved. 
After the Santa Anita issue, we wanted 
to look at what happened there and ask, 
What’s different here?’ We wanted to be 
proactive. We didn’t want to be reactive. 
We want to see the industry progress and 
do well, and it’s very important to address 
issues in advance of them happening. 

“My mantra going forward is commu¬ 
nication, cooperation and compromise, 
and when I say compromise, I mean sitting 
down and discussing different issues with 
all parties to see if we can reach a resolu¬ 
tion.”

History runs deep at the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association Yearling Show, 
which will be held for the 85th 
time June 30 at the Maryland 
State Fairgrounds in Timo¬ 
nium. 

Traditionally, the event 
offers breeders an opportu¬ 
nity to show off their Mary¬ 
land-bred yearlings while 
making them eligible for lu¬ 
crative prizes. 

Participants, both human 
and equine, have been a who's 
who of the racing world, with 
a long list of esteemed horse¬ 
men having served as judge 
and numerous state-bred stars 
seizing the opportunity for 
their first public appearance. 



The show moved to the front lawn of Pimlico's 
picturesque old clubhouse in 1940 because a "coughing 
bug" was traveling through the track's stable area. 
Pimlico served as the host site from 1932 to 1959. 
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The show's popularity grew rapidly, as evidenced in 1939 when held in the Pimlico infield, the year Major Ral Parr's colt was champion. 



Rigan McKinney took a reserve championship with this Spy 
Song colt in 1956. Showing grand champions in 1957, '59 and '60, 
he retired the Straus Trophy, which he replaced with the Blarney 
Challenge Trophy. Chanceland Farm retired the Blarney in 1999. 





The event has occupied various sites at the Timonium Fairgrounds 
since moving to that location, and its old show ring, in 1960. 


Maryland's first state- 
bred yearling show, held on a 
Thursday (May 12,1932), was 
a superbly attended affair un¬ 
der less than ideal conditions. 
A crowd of approximately 500 
people turned out at Pimlico 
two days before the Preak- 
ness, "braving cold weather, 
rain and mud," according to 
an account in The Blood-Horse. 

A large assemblage of 
about 60 yearlings was judged 
in two divisions-one for colts 
and one for fillies-their own¬ 
ers obviously enticed by the 
prize money. A total of $900 
was divided among the top 
four finishers in each class, 
with $500 going to the blue 
ribbon winners. 

Three of the era's most 
notable horsemen-Admi¬ 
ral Cary T. Grayson, William 
duPont Jr. and Preston M. 
Burch-judged the entrants 
in the track's paddock, which 
helped shelter participants 
from the driving rain. 


Reported The Blood-Horse , 
"In the colt division first prize 
and championship of the 
show was awarded to a black 
son of Sun Flag from Un¬ 
furled, by Pennant, the prop¬ 
erty of J.W.Y. (Bill) Martin, 
wealthy young Worthington 
Valley horseman, sportsman 
and polo player." The filly 
division was won by a chest¬ 
nut daughter of Constitution 
owned by Janon Fisher Jr. 

That first show set a prece¬ 
dent, as 26 Hall of Fame train¬ 
ers have served as judges. 
Preston Burch, who also 
judged the show in 1946 and 
1953, was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame in 1963. 

For the 1933 show, which 
offered a total of $1,000 in 
prize money (divided be¬ 
tween the two classes), it was 
noted that "An excellent judge 
of young Thoroughbreds, 
James E. [Sunny Jim] Fitz¬ 
simmons, trainer of the Belair 
Stud, Wheatley Stable and 


other horses, has accepted an 
invitation to judge the show." 

Fitzsimmons, who saddled 
Belair Stud's Gallant Fox to 
win the Triple Crown in 1930, 
had a 70-year career that was 
marked by such other mile¬ 
stones as winning the 1935 
Triple Crown with Belair's 
Omaha, training two of the 
world's leading money-win¬ 
ners (Gallant Fox and Nash¬ 
ua), and orchestrating the 
careers of eight champions, 
five of whom are in the Hall 
of Fame (the three above, plus 
Granville and Bold Ruler). 

He lent his expertise as 
MHBA Yearling Show judge 
for 10 straight years. Fitzsim¬ 
mons's first tour of duty took 
him into Pimlico's infield, on 
the Monday after that year's 
Preakness. Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association field sec¬ 
retary Humphrey S. Finney 
reported that Fitzsimmons 
"was not told the breeding 
of any of the entries, but was 


asked to place them as he 
would were he selecting year¬ 
lings for racing at Saratoga." 

A total of 34 yearlings was 
shown, and Finney remarked, 
"The turnout of spectators 
was disappointing in num¬ 
bers, but the improvement 
in condition of the yearlings 
exhibited was very marked." 
J.W.Y. Martin bred and owned 
both class winners. 

The show was open to any 
state-bred yearling, regardless 
of where the sire stood, and 
in its third year, great pride 
was taken that both the class 
winners were by Maryland 
stallions (Flying Ebony, the 
1925 Kentucky Derby winner 
who stood his first Maryland 
season in 1932, and *Sir Grey- 
steel), winning over the get of 
such sires as *Sir Gallahad III, 
Gallant Fox and *Sun Briar. 

Five years later, the show 
for state-breds "witnessed 
two innovations." First, it 
was limited to the produce

of mares covered in Mary¬ 
land. And second, the colts 
and fillies were judged at the 
same time, in two different 
rings (Fitzsimmons had the 
colts-30 were exhibited; Har¬ 
ry Rites judged 22 fillies). The 
Maryland Horse noted: "The 
latter innovation proved bad 
judgment, and next year only 
one ring will be judged at a 
time." 

The restrictions to Mary¬ 
land-sired only yearlings end¬ 
ed in 1946, the first show after 
a three-year hiatus during 
World War II. Two classes 
were added for out-of-state- 
sired yearlings (one for colts 
and one for fillies). 

A far more lasting inno¬ 
vation brought about in 1939 
was the Back Again purse-a 
race restricted to 2-year-olds 
who had been shown the year 
before. 

The inaugural running of 
the Back Again, featuring a 
purse of $1,500, took place 
on May 11 at Pimlico, with G. 
Ray Bryson's first-time starter 
Knightfors winning by two 
lengths. "In all only nine start¬ 
ers were carded, though there 
were 43 that had been eligible 
... Thus is shown the sorrows 
of training. Bucked shins and 
coughs kept many out of the 
race," reported The Maryland 
Horse. 

The Back Again complet¬ 
ed its run 44 years later, with 
Glennie Martin's 1-2 favorite 
Fancy Century taking home 
the winner's share of the 


$12,000 purse. The final Back 
Again drew considerable in¬ 
terest, and had an also-eligible 
list. A dozen runners contest¬ 
ed the six-furlong race. 

The victory was especially 
meaningful to Glennie Mar¬ 
tin's husband, J.W.Y. (Duck) 
Martin Jr.: "My father had 
the champion of the very first 
show... so it seems fitting that 
our family should also own 
the winner of the final run¬ 
ning of the Back Again." 

That running notwith¬ 
standing, the Back Again was 
terminated because it gener¬ 
ally attracted small, medio¬ 
cre fields that did not accu¬ 
rately measure the ability of 
the show participants. In its 
place, the MHBA established 
a $20,000 Maryland Fund 
Award to be divided among 
the exhibitors of the four con¬ 
testants who earned the most 
money on the race track the 
next year. 

The first purse premium, 
worth $13,000 to the leading 
earner, was awarded in 1984 
to Sarah Jane Kousouris, ex¬ 
hibitor of For You and Me. 
The For Love and Glory fil¬ 
ly earned only $18,490 as a 
2-year-old, but it was good 
enough for the top spot. She 
proved her quality when go¬ 
ing on to win three stakes and 
a total of $161,094 during her 
four-year career. 

Over the years, the 
first-place purse premium 
has gone to a number of 
stakes-winning juveniles, in¬ 


cluding Dark Hollow Farm's 
Safely Kept and Ready's Im¬ 
age; Frank Zureick and Violet 
Cleveland's Urbane; Hal C.B. 
Clagett's Run Alden and Bul¬ 
let Valay; ZWP Stable's Chero¬ 
kee's Boy; and Robert Manfu- 
so's Cathryn Sophia, who the 
following year at 3 recorded 
the most earnings in a single 
season for any purse premium 
award winner to date, with 
$1,139,720 the year she won 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 

The top-earning yearling 
show participant at 2 has been 
Spring Meadow Farm's De¬ 
clan's Moon. Shown in 2003 
when trainer Barclay Tagg 
selected him as a class win¬ 
ner, the gelded son of Malibu 
Moon earned $507,300 during 
his Eclipse Award-winning 
campaign in 2004. 

The purse premium has 
been modified twice-in¬ 
creased to $25,000 for con¬ 
testants from 1990 to 1999, its 
current format started with 
the 2000 show, offering a total 
of $40,000 split between the 
top four earners during their 
2 and 3-year-old seasons. The 
first year the 3-year-olds were 
rewarded, Nancy Alberts' 
homebred Magic Weisner 
won in a landslide-he earned 
$791,000 his sophomore cam¬ 
paign. 

For much of its existence, 
the show had been tied in 
with the Preakness. Not only 
was Pimlico the host site until 
1960, when it was moved to 
the Timonium Fairgrounds, 


but the show was held either 
in the week leading up to the 
race or immediately after ear¬ 
ly in its history. 

The most picturesque site 
was the lawn of Pimlico's 
"Old Clubhouse." The show 
moved to that location in 1940, 
well away from the stable area 
which was in the midst of a 
"coughing bug" scare. 

With the Preakness as a 
backdrop, it comes as no sur¬ 
prise that a total of 17 Preak- 
ness-winning trainers are on 
the honor roll of judges. 

Fitzsimmons sent out 
Omaha to win the Preakness 
two days after judging the 
1935 show. But two of the clas¬ 
sic-winning elite, Horatio 
Luro (trainer of Northern 
Dancer in 1964) and Billy 
Turner (trainer of Seattle Slew 
in 1977), took time the day af¬ 
ter their classic victories to 
handle ring duties. And show 
exhibitors were thrilled to 
welcome former Mary¬ 
land-based trainer Barclay 
Tagg back in 2003, the month 
following Funny Cide's victo¬ 
ries in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. 

Five trainers were asked 
to judge the show a year af¬ 
ter sending out the Preak¬ 
ness winner-Max Hirsch 
(after winning the 1946 Triple 
Crown with Assault), Lucien 
Laurin (after Secretariat in 
1973), Jack Van Berg (follow¬ 
ing Gate Dancer's victory in 
1984), Tim Ritchey (Afleet Al-

ex in 2005) and Tom Albertra- 
ni (Bernardini in 2006). 

It was noted in The Mary¬ 
land Horse that for Laurin's 
year, in which the weather 
"bordered on the edge of di¬ 
saster," as heavy rain cou¬ 
pled with 50 mile per hour 
winds swept the Timonium 
show ring located in the in¬ 
field of the race track: "All in 
all, it was a thankless task for 
Mr. Laurin, who had flown 
in from New York the morn¬ 
ing of the show. Sodden with 
his dripping clothes, Laurin 
battled out his assignment to 
the very end, never once com¬ 
plaining." 

While the weather is un¬ 
predictable, what's guaran¬ 
teed is the presenting of the 
championship trophy which, 
if won by the same exhibitor 
three times, is retired by the 
winner. A new, comparable 
trophy must then replace it. 
The first trophy of its kind 
was the Henry L. Straus Me¬ 
morial, first offered in 1950. 


Racing Hall of Fame stee¬ 
plechase rider Rigan McKin¬ 
ney, whose yearlings won the 
show in 1957 and 1959, retired 
the Straus trophy in 1960 and 
replaced it with the Blarney 
Challenge Trophy, named for 
his Blarney Farm in Wood¬ 
bine, Md. 

It took nearly 40 years be¬ 
fore an exhibitor was able to 
reciprocate. Yearlings from 
Robert Manfuso and Katha¬ 
rine Voss's Chanceland Farm 
took top honors in 1992, 1994 
and 1999. The Chanceland 
Farm Challenge Trophy was 
offered in 2000, and breed¬ 
er Cary Jackson made quick 
work to take possession, ex¬ 
hibiting the grand champions 
of 2005, 2006 and 2010, and 
and twice in that 11-year span 
seeing two of his colts named 
reserve champion. 

It took only five years for 
Manfuso and Voss to retire the 
Foxharbor Farm Challenge 
Trophy, replacing it with a

new Chanceland Farm Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy in 2016. 

The leading owner of year¬ 
ling show champions, with 
seven, was Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt. His first came in 1934 
and his last in 1967, with a 
daughter of his famed stallion 
Native Dancer. Kevin Plank's 
Sagamore Farm has continued 
the tradition, breeding and 
owning two champions since 
2013. 

Even the most knowledge¬ 
able and keen horseman can 
overlook a potential diamond, 
as the yearling show has prov¬ 
en over and over again. 

Two Eclipse Award win¬ 
ners failed to win their classes. 
Champion sprinter, multi¬ 
millionaire and Hall of Famer 
Safely Kept was complete¬ 
ly overlooked in 1987, and 
champion 2-year-old Smart 
Angle was judged fifth-best in 
her class in 1978. 

One of the most accom¬ 
plished groups of runners 
came out of the 1993 show. Of 
the 87 yearlings exhibited, 
trainer Tommy Kelly selected 
as his champion and reserve 
champion future stakes- 
placed runners Royal Silver 
and Venus Genus, respective- 

!y- 

But a filly he placed fourth 
that day totally outclassed 
them both, as multiple Grade 
1 winner Urbane amassed 
more than $1 million on the 
track. Two others in the show 
who weren't pinned in their 
classes also became accom¬ 


plished runners-Preakness 
runner-up Oliver's Twist and 
1999 Maryland Million Classic 
winner Perfect to a Tee. 

Sometimes, however, a 
hint of things to come seems 
apparent. Among the class 
winners over the years have 
been Eclipse Award winner 
Declan's Moon, graded stakes 
winner Ready's Image (2006), 
Run Alden (1992), Le Sau- 
teur (1980) and Proper Angel 
(1994). Six grand champions 
have gone on to be stakes win¬ 
ners-Grand Champion (thus 
his name; 2004), Katie's Love 
(2003), Earth to Jackie (1995), 
Alden's Ambition (1982), 
Knocklofty (1961) and Some¬ 
time Thing (1953). 

It's hard to critique the 
judging over the years, since 
so many factors can affect a 
horse's career, but it may be 
difficult to top the success of 
Barclay Tagg. After whittling 
down his selections from 112 
yearlings shown in six classes 
in 2003, he selected as class 
winners three future stakes 
winners, topped by Declan's 
Moon. 

The number of entries has 
fluctuated over the years- 
from less than 30 in 1935 to the 
most ever in 1990, when Hall 
of Fame trainer Flint (Scotty) 
Schulhofer examined 140 
yearlings (from 192 entered). 
In recent years, the number of 
entries has hovered at approx¬ 
imately 100, with about a 15 
percent scratch rate on the day 
of the show. ** 











Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 

Another Broad proves tough 
in Aqueduct’s Top Flight 



IVtaking her second start 
for new connections, 4-year- 
old Include filly Another 
Broad rallied down Aque¬ 
duct's stretch and pulled away 
to win the $200,000 Top Flight 
Invitational April 13 by more 
than a length. She covered 9 
furlongs in 1:52.99. It was the 
first stakes win of her career, 
and fourth victory in nine 
starts to nearly double her ca¬ 
reer earnings to $222,095. 

Bred by Robert Meyer- 
hoff's Fitzhugh LLC, Another 
Broad was purchased private¬ 
ly by her current owners, Ma- 
daket Stables, Elayne Stables 
and Brian Martin, after finish¬ 
ing second in last fall's Geisha 
at Laurel in her stakes debut. 

Transferred to the barn of 
Todd Pletcher, the filly was 
sent to Florida for the new 
year. Making her first start 
outside of Maryland, she fin¬ 
ished fourth behind Mary¬ 
land-bred champion Blamed 
in the Grade 3 Royal Delta 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park in 
February. 


Another Broad is the latest 
in a long line of stellar per¬ 
formers bred by Meyerhoff 
going back to the Silent Screen 
mare Dynamic Star. A stakes 
winner and four-time Grade 
1-placed runner of $237,755, 
Dynamic Star was purchased 
by Meyerhoff's trainer Dickie 
Small for $200,000 at the 
Keeneland November sale in 
1988 in foal to Deputy Minis¬ 
ter. Three months later the 
chestnut mare delivered two- 
time Maryland-bred champi¬ 
on Star Minister, and followed 
in 1990 with graded stakes- 
placed Dynamic Brush. Of her 
12 foals, all bred by Meyer¬ 
hoff, Dynamic Star produced 
nine winners, five stakes hors¬ 
es, including Ohio Derby-G2 
winner Stellar Brush. Others 
in the family include 2017 
Maryland-bred champion old¬ 
er male Struth and track re- 
cord-setting multiple stakes 
winner Concerned Minister. 

Dynamic Deputy, the final 
foal out of Dynamic Star and 
dam of Another Broad, is a 


full-sister to Star Minister. In a 
dozen starts. Dynamic Deputy 
won five times and was sec¬ 
ond in five others, earning 
$344,020. During her 4-year- 
old season, she captured the 
Shine Again Stakes at Pimlico 
and was second in two stakes, 
including the Delaware Hand- 
icap-G2. 


Five of the first seven run¬ 
ners out of Dynamic Deputy 
are winners, including 
$430,205-earner and three¬ 
time stakes winner Dynamic 
Strike. The mare's youngest 
foal is the 2-year-old filly 
Lookin Dynamic, by Lookin 
At Lucky. 


Clubman finds success 
in Russell Road Stakes 


Caonabo Stable's Club- 
man, a 5-year-old son of Not 
For Love, rallied four wide 
around Charles Town's far 
turn in the $75,000 Russell 
Road Stakes, and pulled clear 
to win by a length on the April 
20 Charles Town Classic card. 
It was the first stakes win for 
the bay gelding. 

Trained by Rodolfo San- 
chez-Salomon, Clubman went 
off at 10-1, but came in off 
wins in two of his three starts 
this year, and most recently 
was fifth in the Not For Love 
Stakes. With Xavier Perez 
aboard for his first start at 
Charles Town, Clubman bid¬ 
ed his time behind opening 
fractions of :23.09, :46.10 and 
1:11.01 before gunning for the 
lead. His final time for 7 fur¬ 
longs was 1:24.56. 

In recording his eighth win. 
Clubman boosted his earnings 
to $319,347. In seven previous 
stakes attempts, his best finish 
was a third in the 2018 Mary¬ 
land Million Classic. 

Bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman and daughters Quin 
Bowman and Becky Davis, 
Clubman was sold as a 2-year- 
old at the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic May sale for $75,000 
from the consignment of Cary 
Frommer, and launched his 
career at Laurel in January 
2017 for Waldorf Racing Sta¬ 
bles. He broke his maiden in 
his seventh start that June at 
Laurel, and was claimed by 
trainer Jonathan Maldonado 
on behalf of Gladys Martinez 
for $25,000. Later that summer 
Clubman won three straight 
and, in his stakes debut, fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Maryland 
Million Classic. 



Clubman is the 91st stakes 
winner for longtime leading 
Maryland sire Not For Love, 
and the second for his dam, 
the unraced Lemon Drop Kid 
mare Otherwise Perfect. She 
also produced I Stand Alone 
(by Dance With Ravens), a 
stakes winner at Zia Park at 
2, as well as two stakes-placed 
juveniles by Two Punch- 
graded-placed Friscan and 
Stonebriar. 

Clubman's third dam. Al¬ 
legedly, a daughter of Hoist 
the Flag, was a half-sister to 
two-time Prix de l'Arc de Tri- 
omphe-Gl winner and major 
sire Alleged. She produced 
three Maryland-bred stakes 
winners-European group 
winner Per Quod, graded 
stakes winner/producer Sus¬ 
pect Terrain and Supposedly, 
also a graded stakes producer. 
Another daughter. Shiitake, 
is the dam of Grade 1 winner 
Taking Risks. 

Otherwise Perfect is the 
only foal for her dam Krysia 
(by Polish Numbers). Of her 
10 foals of racing age, all have 
started and seven are winners. 
Her youngest foal is a yearling 
colt by Great Notion.

questions? 
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I sabelle de Tomaso may never again have 
a New Jersey-bred with the ability that 
Irish War Cry possessed. He won four 
stakes, three graded-the Holy Bull-G2, 
Wood Memorial-G2, Pimlico Special-G3 
and Marylander - and was classic-placed 
with a second in the Grade 1 Belmont. He 
went off form last year when a case of the 
“thumps” derailed his career. So, it looked 
like 2019 might be a slow year for de 
Tomaso, the daughter of Monmouths first 
president, Amory L. Haskell. 

It has been anything but. 

Within the span of seven days, Motion 
and de Tomaso teamed up to win two open 
company stakes races with New Jersey- 
breds. Regally Irish won the April 13 
Bridgetown Stakes at Aqueduct and a week 
later veteran Irish Strait won the Henry S. 
Clark at Laurel. 

Regally Irish, a son of Regal Ransom, 
was overdue to win a stakes race. 

“I thought he was one of the best 2-year- 
olds we had last year,” Motion said. 

He won a maiden special weight 
at Monmouth Park in his debut but 


went winless in his next four starts. 

Motion blames himself, saying he got 
overambitious with the colt. 

“I probably threw him to the wolves a 
little bit,” Motion said. “After he broke his 
maiden I ran him in the Laurel Futurity 
thinking that if he did well we might take 
him to the Breeders Cup. I threw him in 
some pretty tough spots. Perhaps we lost 
our way a little bit. I always thought of him 
as a pretty decent horse. I guess I wasn’t 
totally sure what he wanted to do.” 

It looks like Motion has figured that out. 
Regally Irish belongs on the turf and likely 
has distance limitations. The Bridgetown 
was a 6-furlong grass race. But he also 
seems able to win at middle distances. In 
his start prior to the Bridgetown, he won a 
1-mile grass race at Tampa Bay Downs. 

“I still think he can stretch out,” Motion 
said. “This last race made some sense 
because we had given him a little break. He 
entrapped his epiglottis when he won at 
Tampa and needed a little throat surgery. I 
thought after a freshening I could get away 
with sprinting him. Maybe now we will 
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keep him at shorter distances, sprinting. There’s the [May 
25] Paradise Creek at Belmont at 7 furlongs and we 11 
also look at the [May 18] James Murphy at Pimlico at a 
mile. Both are logical spots for him.” 

Motion is the first to admit that the Bridgetown was 
not a particularly difficult race, so he’s keeping his fingers 
crossed that Regally Irish can handle tougher company. 

“He beat kind of an average field the other day but he 
did it very impressively,” the trainer said. “Id like to think 
he’s going to be competitive in 3-year-old stakes this year. 
Whether hes up for the graded stakes level, Im not sure.” 

Irish Strait is the older half-brother to Irish War Cry, 
and though he lacks the brilliance of his younger sibling, 
he makes up for it with his durability. Now 7, he hasn’t 
missed a beat since making his debut on Oct. 1, 2014. 

“He is a bit of a warrior,” Motion said. 

Irish Strait had a breakthrough moment in 2017 when 
he won the Grade 3 Red Bank, to date, his only graded 
stakes win. He followed that with a second-place finish 
in the Monmouth Stakes-G2 and then ran a competitive 
fourth in the Tourist Mile at Kentucky Downs. 

That ended his 5-year-old campaign and Motion 
gave him eighth months off before bringing him back at 
Monmouth. At that point, Irish Strait had to prove that 
age was not catching up on him. He was only l-for-6 on 
the year, but he never ran a bad race. He lost by a nose in 
the Cliff Hanger, won the restricted Dan Horn Handicap, 
and ran third in three successive Grade 3 stakes. 


This year, he’s continued to show that he belongs in 
stakes company. In fact, he might be better than he was 
last year. He kicked off the year with an allowance win 
at Tampa and then ran sixth, beaten just lVi lengths, in 
the Tampa Bay Stakes-G3. Motion then shipped him to 
Laurel, where he won the Clark by a neck. 

“He’s just a hard-knocking horse,” Motion said. “We 
try to space his races and give him freshenings here and 
there. Every trainer loves to have horses like this in their 
barn. He’s a tough horse and I think he’s gotten better. I 
think we’ve figured out what he wants to do. He’s a real 
mile, mile-and-a-sixteenth type horse.” 

Motion said he will look for the next suitable race for 
Irish Strait in the Monmouth condition book and that he 
will likely tackle graded stakes company next time out. 

“He doesn’t have to improve much off what he did 
the other day to win a graded stakes race,” Motion said. 

“I feel pretty comfortable that he could under the right 
circumstances.” 

Motion said that by the time the 2-year-olds 
belonging to de Tomaso and her sister, Hope Haskell 
Jones, arrive, he will have about six horses for the Haskell 
sisters. One to keep an eye on is a New Jersey-bred 
2-year-old filly by Kitten’s Joy. All of the mares foaled in 
New Jersey that are owned by Isabelle de Tomaso and 
Hope Jones were born at Overbrook Farm in Colts Neck. 

“I’m so lucky to have them,” Motion said. “I’m very 
fond of them both. Nothing gives me more pleasure to 
win stakes for people like that.”

H orse race betting and sports betting 
could be coming to the western 
part of North Carolina. A bill pushed by 
Eastern Band of Cherokee Indians would 
allow the tribe to offer betting on sports 
and horse races at its casino. Although 
conservative religious groups warned 
against more gambling, the legislation 
sailed through committees in the state 
Senate. The bill is sponsored by Republi¬ 
can Jim Davis, who commended the tribe 
for being good stewards of the revenue 
and transforming the surrounding com¬ 
munity. The tribe is also one of the state’s 
top political contributors, and this addi¬ 
tional revenue will add a predicted $1 
millon of additional taxes to North Caro¬ 
lina. The bill will not allow the use of bet¬ 
ting apps or other online methods of 
placing wagers.

S erengeti Empress became racing’s 
“Queen for a Day” when she made 
every pole a winning one in the 
$1,250,000 Grade 1 Longines Kentucky 
Oaks. Owned by Dr. Joel Politi of Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio, Serengeti Empress pushed 
her career earnings past the million-dollar 
mark in this historic race. 

Dr. Politi didn’t just jump in the racing 
game when he signed the $70,000 tick¬ 
et for the daughter of Alternation at the 
2017 Keeneland September Sale on the 
advice of trainer Tom Amoss. “My parents 
are both immigrants. I’m first generation. 
My dad grew up in Egypt, loved going to 
the track. They migrated through Europe 
to wind up getting over here,” Politi re¬ 
called at the post-race press conference. 
“He was a physician, and once he got 
settled, he went to the track, and we had 
some $1,500 claimers at Waterford Park 
and that’s how he got going. And I was at 
the track all the time. And we bred and he 
built a barn in the backyard, a 12-horse 
barn. And we got 25 cents a day to feed 
them in the morning, and we were out 
there all the time, and on the weekends, 
we went to the track. So, it was a passion 
of my dad’s that I loved, and so it was a 
joy, a treat for me to go to the track. I 
have been going since forever, and here 
we are.” 

After winning the Grade 2 Rachel Al¬ 
exandra at Fair Grounds in her front run¬ 
ning fashion, she was installed as the 
odds-on favorite in the track’s key Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks prep —the Grade 2 Fair 
Grounds Oaks. She led the field for the 
first 6 furlong but stopped quickly when 
she began to bleed, was pulled up by 
jockey James Graham and vanned off. In 
the weeks after trainer Amoss had her 
treated and methodically brought her 
back to her form.

Amoss was not about to put her in the 
1 Mi-mile Kentucky Oaks unless he was 
100 percent sure that she had responded 
to the treatments. He put her condition 
to the test, not once but twice, in two 
workouts at Churchill Downs and she re¬ 
corded “bullet” efforts at 4 and then 5 
furlongs. Both times she returned to the 
barn as fit as she could be, with no signs 
of bleeding, and the green light was on 
for the Oaks. 

Despite having to break from post 13, 
racing luck was with her at the break and 
she cleared the talent-laden field to secure 
a position along the inside under the 
guidance of Jose Ortiz. Challenged by Li- 
ora in midstretch, she repelled that effort 
to hit the wire 1 3 A lengths in front at odds 
of 13-1. 

Dr. Politi reflected on his decision to 
send his filly to the barn of Tom Amoss. 
“So, I’ve known for a long, long time —I 


already said it—I think Tom is, you know 
the best is a very subjective thing. Tom is 
amongst the elite in getting horses ready. 
And then he went to the sale and bought 
Mo Tom a few years ago. Anybody re¬ 
member Mo Tom? He went to the sale 
and bought Lone Sailor a few years ago? 
Anybody remember Lone Sailor, right? I 
talk to Tom all the time. One of my favor¬ 
ite things to do is go to the barn and look 
at all of his horses for fun. You can see 
what he’s got, and he has got an eye and 
he has proven it repetitively. And she is the 
empress of proving it, right?” 

No timetable has been set for the rest 
of her season, but we wish Dr. Politi 
nothing but the best. While Serengeti 
Empress is a Kentucky-bred, look for Dr. 
Politi to be active here in Ohio soon, as 
he purchased an Ohio-bred Take Charge 
Indy filly out of the 2018 O.T.B.O. Mixed 
Sale.

ALTISSIMO COMES OUT RONNING IN 2010 


H e won six of nine starts last sea¬ 
son-five of them in Ohio fund 
stakes-for season’s earnings of 
$320,875. Now a 6-year-old, Altissimo is 
back to his winning ways with a strong 
effort in the $75,000 Edward Babst/Al¬ 
bert Palacios Memorial at Belterra Park 
April 27. 

He came into the 6-furlong affair off a 
series of works, highlighted by a best of 


37 half-mile morning breeze. “Eventually 
we’ll move all of our horses to Thistle¬ 
down,” said trainer Richard Zielinski. 
“Rather than change environments and 
then quickly ship to Cincinnati for the 
race, we elected to keep him stabled at 
Mahoning Valley where he had been 
training steadily.” 

Only five runners elected to take on 
Altissimo and when the gates broke regu¬ 


lar rider Christian Pilares let him roll, but 
they were not without company for most 
of the race. Brown Buckeye broke a tad 
slowly on the rail but was immediately 
put into the race by Luis Rivera. The 
leaders matched strides through the first 
quarter of a mile but soon Mannford re¬ 
placed Brown Buckeye to go head-to- 
head with Altissimo around the turn and 
into the stretch. He had to work for it, but 
in midstretch Altissimo began to lengthen 
his advantage and held off a late rally by 
two-time Ohio Horse of the Year Mo 
Dont No, while Mannford settled for the 
third spot. 

“That was a little more pressure than I 
expected,” Zielinski spoke in the stakes 
room while watching the replay. “I was a 
little nervous when they flashed the early 
fractions of :44 and 2 and :56 and 4.” The 
final time was 1:10.10. Bred by Nancy 
Lavrich and Niknar Farm LLC, the son of 
Noble Causeway out of Great Goin Rose, 
by Albert the Great, pushed his career 
earnings to $519,388. He is owned by 
Nancy Lavrich and Ronald Zielinski. 

So, what does the future hold for Altis¬ 
simo? “I guess we’ll take the same route as 
last year,” quoted Richard Zielinski. “We 
won the Gendelman here last year going 
long, I hope it stays on the grass.The race 
isn’t until June and I wish there was 
something in between.” 


W ithin one minute,Tim Hamm 
trained horses captured the 
two Ohio fund stakes sched¬ 
uled May 4. At Belterra Park the gates 
flew open at 3:54 p.m. in the $75,000 Tall 
Stack. Kenny McPeek-trained Sister’s 
Creed (a $70,000 Fasig-Tipton yearling 
purchase) showed early speed, just as she 
had in her debut at Keeneland. Jockey 
Luis Colon was intent on laying a clear 
second on Diamond Dust behind the 
leader until they came out of the turn in 
the 6/4-furlong test for 3-year-olds. 

Asked for more, last year’s Ohio-bred 
juvenile champion swooped by the pace¬ 
setter and quickly gained a 2-length lead. 
Colon gave Diamond Dust a hand ride to 
the wire, outlasting 27-1 longshot I Wan¬ 
na Win, who caught Sister’s Creed in the 
final yards. They covered the distance in 
1:18.15 over a muddy sealed track. 

“He works harder than any horse I’ve 
had,” commented Hamm. “He went

alongside Kenny’s filly and looked her in 
the eye and just took off.” 

Diamond Dust is owned and bred by 
WinStar Farm and Blazing Meadows 
Farm. He is by Paynter out of Radiant 
Sky, by Awesome Again. The win in the 
Tall Stack pushed his career record to 
8-6-2-0 for earnings of $283,000. 

At 3:55 they sprung the latch for the 
6-furlong Dr. T.F. Classen Memorial at 
Thistledown. Multiple state champion 
Leona’s Reward, making her first start of 
2019, was selected as the morning line fa¬ 
vorite, but the betting public made Mike 
Rone’s talented sprinter True Cinder a 
heavy odds-on choice after having a race 
under her belt versus open allowance 
company. True Cinder had won half of 
her 10 sprint starts for $204,250. Leona’s 
Reward, on the other hand, had won only 
one race at the distance in a 38-race ca¬ 
reer-that race was last year’s edition of 
the Classen Memorial. “The short route is 
not her game, but she is a tough mare,” 
Hamm admitted. “She had a good winter 
in Florida and it was time to get her going. 
She won this race off a layoff last year.” 

Breaking from the inside on the fast 
track was Edge of Pleasure, who took the

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Winchill fulfilling promise 
for DeMasis

Kate DeMasi has been around the 
racetrack long enough to know what 
qualities in a racehorse will also make a 
good sire. 

Thus, when Winchill, whom she 
trained on behalf of her own Pewter 
Stable in partnership with Alex Karkenny 
and the late Robert P. Levy, was nearing 
the end of his racing days, it was 
decided that the combination of his 
pedigree and athletic ability would 
translate into a successful career at 
stud. 

There was a lot to like about 
Winchill. On the track, he won or placed 
in 12 of 22 starts, competing every year from 2 
to 6 and earning $288,294. He won his debut by 
5 lengths, and later captured the First Responder 
Stakes at Parx Racing while placing in three 
more. In his last seven starts, he rang up 
Equibase speed figures in excess of 100, topped 
by a career-high number of 116 while finishing 
second in the Roanoke Stakes at Parx. 

His pedigree made him a very attractive 
stallion prospect, being a son of leading sire 
Tapit out of the Phone Trick mare Exclusive Hold, 
a Grade 2-placed runner who hails from an 
outstanding female family with Claiborne Farm 
roots, including champion Group 1 winner and 
Grade 1 winner Lailani and sires Gay Fandango 
and Always Fair. 

And, like Kate DeMasi and her husband 
Greg (who handles the stallion end of their 
business) hoped, Winchill is off and running at 
stud, as a trio of sophomore runners from his 
first crop recently found the winner's circle. 

On Feb. 11, Word On a Wing became 
Winchill's first winner when he romped by 1 6 X 2 
lengths in a $37,250 maiden special weight for 
Pennsylvania-breds at Parx, leading all the way 


in the six-furlong test for DeMasi, who also owns 
and bred the 3-year-old gelding. 

About two weeks later, across the country at 
Santa Anita, You Must Chill broke his maiden in a 
one-mile turf test, never headed under the 
handling of Mario Gutierrez for trainer George 
Papaprodromou. 

And on March 23, the Winchill-sired entry of 
debut runners Zen Archer and Colonel Dax ran 
one-two in a Pennsylvania-bred maiden special 
weight at 5/2 furlongs at Parx, both owned and 
bred by Pewter Stable, and trained by DeMasi. 

It's a promising start for Winchill, who 
returned to Pennsylvania this season after having 
stood in West Virginia the last two years. The bay 
now holds court at Boggs Shoemaker’s Timber 
Ridge Farm in Felton, Pa., for $3,000 live foal, 
with special consideration for Pennsylvania-foaling 
mares. 

"I truly believe if Winchill gets the support he 
will be a very useful Pennsylvania sire,” said Kate 
DeMasi. “He could sprint, but he was a better 
router. We ran him on the turf a few times and he 
ran well, but he didn’t have a lot of opportunities

on the turf. He throws honest, sturdy horses, 
just like him." 

Greg DeMasi said that, soon afterWord 
On a Wing’s dominating maiden score, the 
phone started ringing with breeders wanting to 
send mares to him. 

"He’s been very popular since then,” said 
Greg. "His book this year will be more than 30 
mares." 

Greg added that the foals Winchill throws 
are sensible, professional, and eager to learn. 
The stallion himself "is very correct, was very 
sound, has a nice shoulder and good bone," he 
said. 

"Winchill himself was a barn favorite, and 
his babies seem like they’ve got his mental 
acuity,” he said. 

Under their Pewter Stable banner, the 
DeMasis bred Word On a Wing, who is out of 
the Fusaichi Pegasus mare Merry’s Pegasus. 
Merry's Pegasus is out of Pewter’s prized 
multiple stakes winner Merry Princess, a 
daughter of Polish Numbers who was a very 
consistent performer primarily as a turf 
sprinter, winning or placing 21 times from 25 
starts, earning $319,164. 

Merry Princess produced many good 
runners for Pewter, including stakes winner 
Merry's Honor, who won the Marshall Jenney 
Handicap and earned nearly $300,000, and 
stakes-placed Zensational Merry ($208,638). 

Word On a Wing's maiden-breaker 
impressed Kate DeMasi, who said he’d trained 
well up to the race, but performed like "he was 
in a different area code.” 


"He was so professional, which is what 
I'm seeing from all the Winchills. They love 
their jobs,” she said. DeMasi, a Maryland 
native, cut her teeth in the sport as an 
assistant to trainer Dick Dutrow before getting 
her own license in 1984. She’s now saddled 
more than 1,400 winners that have earned in 
excess of $30 million in purses. 

While Word On a Wing is based in 
Pennsylvania, and earning Pennsylvania-bred 
owner, breeder and stallion bonuses for the 
DeMasis, the gray or roan You Must Chill is 
based in California. 

"You Must Chill is out of a mare that I 
used to train for owner Mark Grier, Only Me [by 
Runaway Groom],” said Kate DeMasi. "When 
Winchill went to stud, Mark went ahead and 
bred Only Me to him. Only Me was a very 
useful mare; she was very honest and never 
ran on the dirt, she was a turf sprinter [earning 
$192,485], You Must Chill was entered as a 
yearling at the Timonium sale, and I always 
liked the mare, so we bought him [for $4,500 
out of the consignment of Becky Davis].” 

After the sale, the DeMasis were 
approached by bloodstock agent Patti Miller, 
who said she had a client looking for a 
Pennsylvania-bred, and really liked the colt, 
saying he ‘checked all the boxes.’” 

"I loved You Must Chill,” said Miller, 
partners with Jeff Seder in the very successful 
EQB bloodstock agency, based in East 
Fallowfield, Pa. "I gave him good marks, and I 
was surprised he didn’t sell for much, so I 
made an offer after he went through the ring. I 


had bought Winchill at an OBS horses of racing 
age sale [for $45,000], and had always liked 
him.” 

Miller's client turned out to be Olympian 
Bode Miller, who decided not to keep You Must 
Chill in Pennsylvania, but instead shipped him 
to California. The colt debuted at Del Mar last 
summer but didn’t start to show much talent 
until he was placed on the turf in late autumn 
at Santa Anita. That led to his first victory Feb. 
28, in which he was sent off as favorite over 
seven rivals. 

Zen Archer, who led a Winchill exacta with 
his stablemate Colonel Dax, was never headed 
in winning his debut under Angel Rodriguez, 
his only challenger being Colonel Dax, who 
"finished strongly,” according to the Equibase 
chart.

Lady Olivia Northcliff’s Accountable capped 
off Virginia Gold Cup Day May 4th with a 
victory in the 11/4 miles, $35,000 Virgin¬ 
ia-Bred, Sired or Certified Flat Race at Great 
Meadow. A total of six steeplechase and three 
flat pari-mutuel races were contested includ¬ 
ing the 94th running of the Virginia Gold 
Cup, which carried a $100,000 purse. 

The Carla Morgan trainee prevailed in a 
nail biter as he battled a stubborn Balistes 
through the final turn and entire stretch 
run. Accountable raced in second through 
the first mile behind Dragonthorn Steed but 
when the frontrunner tired, Lady Olivias 
5-year-old Cosa Vera gelding took over and 
dueled with Sara Collettes Balistes to the 
wire. Accountable was a head better at the 
finish in 2:23.80. 

In four starts at Great Meadow, Accountable 
has won three times and finished third in 
the other. His other triumphs there came 
in allowance races in the 2017 and 2018 fall 
meets. Ross Geraghty rode the Virginia-bred, 
who is out of Seeking Allie by Seeking 
Daylight. 

“It was a challenge to get the horse ready 
to go that distance because he had been off 
since October,” said trainer Carla Morgan. 
“Great Meadow has some up and downhill 
areas so you never know if the horse is ready 
and how they’re going to react. A lot of plan¬ 
ning went into that race,” she added. “It was 
a big task. He gave a gritty performance and 
Ross gave him a solid ride.”

The Basses symbolize the 
American Dream. 

Together, they achieve through 
sacrifice, are personal risk-takers and 
value hard work. 

All too often we glorify those large 
industrial breeding operations that 
churn out mass quantities of foals, 
but fail to recognize the humble 
grassroots breeder. 

Curtis Bass has worked for Perry 
Engineering for 39 years, while his 
wife Tammy has delivered the mail 
for the U.S. Postal Service for 23. 

Their residence is a modest parcel 
of land, but has been perfectly 
apportioned to suit their equine 
needs.

Married in 1989, the twosome 
credits Ronald Ahalt with their 
initial introduction into the world 
of Thoroughbred horse racing, but 
assign trainers Kellie Ritchie and 
Ronney Brown the principal role of 
educators. 

On the breeding side of the 
ledger it is longtime West Virginia 
staple John McKee, who enticed the 


Basses to shift their attention from 
racing to breeding. 

In the words of Tammy Bass, 

"My dream is to start one of our 
homebreds on Breeders Classic 
night. Being victorious in a race 
of this magnitude would be the 
equivalent of winning the Kentucky 
Derby." 













Said Curtis: "Normally we max out 
at the farm with two broodmares 
and, if lucky observe those 
weanlings, yearlings and 2 -year-olds 
growing up just 10 yards from our 
back porch" 

Duo to their relationship with John 
McKee, Curtis and Tammy are huge 
fans of his stallion Fiber Sonde and 
believe he is a generational talent, 
yet they often defer to True Nicks to 
find an optimal sire pairing for their 
mares. 

They were beaming with pride 
in the winner's circle on March 28 
when Flashy Ready Rick, a 3-year- 
old son of Master Rick out of Ready 
Two Punch, by More Than Ready, 
prevailed by the narrowest of 
margins in a 6 V 2 -furlong maiden 
claimer, providing his sire with his first 
winner. 

Standing at Beau Ridge 
Farm (John McKee and Cynthia 
O'Bannon), Master Rick is a striking 
individual, who according to Curtis 
has been overlooked due to the 
omnipotent presence of Fiber 
Sonde. 

"I was ecstatic about my Master 
Rick's first win," said Curtis. "Tammy 
and I were a little afraid that we 
might lose him in a claiming race 
(he ran for $12,500), following a series 
of decent maiden special weight 
efforts, but with all the adversity this 
guy has faced and overcome, it was 
a chance we took." 

I asked Curtis to expound on why 
this individual is so close to his heart 


and why there is an out-flowing 
of emotion at the mention of his 
name? 

"I guess you could say he is 
family," he commented. "Literally, 
Tammy and I have been with him 
since birth. At only 3 months old he 
had an infected hock, where he 
spent approximately two weeks at 
Valley Vet Clinic to receive around- 
the-clock treatment." 

The Basses knew that an injury of 
this nature could affect future bone 
growth and development, but Curtis 
diligently labored daily, placing a 
topical medication and bandage 
on the infected area. 

"It was emotional to see Curtis 
make the trek to the barn at the 
crack of dawn, physically lift that 
baby up and get him to his feet so 
he was able to get exercise and be 
turned out in the paddock," said 
Tammy. 

Flashy Ready Rick wasn't 100 
percent for a long time, but daily 
applications of ichthammol 
eventually tempered the youngster's 
issue. 

The Basses collectively mentioned 
there were several times they 
contemplated giving up on the 
white blazed baby with four white 
stockings, but they had "formed an 
undeniable attachment and that 
was out of the question." 

"We were at a sale in Kentucky 
hoping to find a reasonable 
broodmare prospect when I had 
a chance encounter with Steve 


Asmussen," recalled Curtis."He had 
trained Master Rick and I thought 
it would be interesting to talk to 
him about his racing career. Steve 
was very friendly and glad to recall 
his former runner. He said that 
Master Rick was a special horse 
that managed to battle a series of 
ailments to earn over $500,000.1 told 
him we have a couple of his foals 
in West Virginia and he was glad to 
know he got the opportunity to pass 
on some of his genes." 

The last two races for Master 
Rick were at Lone Star Park in Texas. 
Wins in the Grade 3 Texas Mile and 
Lone Star Park Handicap, both 
receiving Equibase numbers of 121, 
conceivably were his crowning 
achievements. 

Curtis and Tammy agree that 
if given a reasonable opportunity 
Master Rick's value to local breeders 
is on the rise. 

"He throws a big-boned, feisty 
individual with good conformation," 
said Curtis. "Tammy and I believe 
once stretched-out to a distance of 
ground his offspring will reach their 
full potential." 

Tammy added, "Master Rick is by 
Master Command who is a son of 
A.P Indy. Enough said." 

The Basses escorted me to the 
barn, where their prize possession is 
enjoying some downtime following 
his recent win and, on our way 
back to their house, we stopped to 
observe two yearlings inquisitively 
sizing us up. 

"One is by Juba and the other is 
a full brother to Flashy Ready Rick," 
said Tammy. 

Tammy stressed the importance 
of their feed, supplement and 
worming program, as well as the TLC 
that all their horses receive. 

"Calphormin is part of our 
daily regimen. It aids skeletal 
development. You can't cheat em 
when they're young," she said. 

Curtis wanted to mention the 
help that former jockey Dale 
Whittaker has provided in the 
maturation process of Flashy 
Ready Rick at the racetrack, and 
credits him with the horse's maiden 
breaking score. 

As the light of day began to set 
on Castlerock Farm, our popular 
couple asked each other if they had 
forgotten anything? 

They jointly smiled, realizing their 
own forgotten dinner was waiting for 
them.

The National Steeplechase Association’s 
expanded summer season begins this month 
with a visit to Monmouth Park on June 21 and 
continues through Labor Day week with racing 
programs at Saratoga Race Course and Colonial 
Down in Virginia. 

In all, the 16 racing dates encompass at least 
22 scheduled races and will offer $1,165,000 in 
purses to NS A horsemen. 

The Colonial Downs dates, new with the 
reopening of the New Kent race course in 
August, will spotlight jump racing with 10 races 
on the meet’s five Saturday programs. 

The summer begins at the New Jersey Shore 
at beautiful, historic Monmouth Park, which 
has been revitalized with the addition of sports 
gaming. The Friday afternoon program on June 
21 will feature a $30,000 maiden hurdle and a 
$35,000 ratings handicap for horses ranked at 
125 or lower. 

Parx Racing will host a $25,000 flat race for 
hurdlers on Monday, July 1. 

Saratoga, the epicenter of Thoroughbred racing 
each summer, will open earlier this year to 
accommodate construction adjacent to Belmont 
Park on Long Island. The first steeplechase race 
at the Saratoga Springs, N.Y., landmark will be 
a $65,000 allowance hurdle on Wednesday, July 
17. 

The following week will feature two stakes 
races. The $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice 
Stakes will be run on Wednesday, July 24, and 
the $150,000 A. P. Smithwick Memorial (Gr. 1) 
will be the following afternoon. Both races will 
be at 2 1/16 miles. 

Jump racing will be in the Saratoga spotlight 
each Wednesday in August, with the Mrs. Ogden 


Phipps for fillies and mares on Aug. 7 and the 
Michael G. Walsh Novice Stakes on Aug. 21. 

The next afternoon will feature Saratoga’s 
signature steeplechase race, the $150,000 New 
York Turf Writers Cup Handicap (Gr. 1). Both 
the Walsh and the New York Turf Writers will 
be run at 2 3/8 miles. 

Colonial Downs, awakening from a six-year 
slumber, will offer 15 racing dates in August and 
September, with racing on Thursdays, Fridays, 
and Saturdays in most weeks. A Labor Day 
program will be held on Monday, Sept. 2. 

The steeplechase action begins on Saturday, 
Aug. 10, with a $30,000 maiden hurdle and a 
$25,000 ratings handicap hurdle. 


Two races each Saturday will offer a variety of 
conditions and will place emphasis on providing 
opportunities for newcomers to jump racing. 

Each program will feature a maiden hurdle 
with the exception of Aug. 17, which will have 
a $30,000 maiden hurdle for fillies and mares. 

The Saturday program on Aug. 31 will feature 
the Virginia Derby and the Virginia Oaks. 

The steeplechase racing program at Colonial 
concludes with the $50,000 Randolph D. Rouse 
Stakes for fillies and mares on Sept. 7, which 
is closing day for the 2019 season. Colonial 
Downs will have a 5 p.m. first post time with the 
exception of Labor Day, when the first race will 
go off at 1 p.m.

Looking Back 


75years ago 

I The combined Maryland spring 
meet at Pimlico was a huge success, as 
more than 400,000 patrons turned out 
over the 28-day meet (an average of 
more than 14,000 per day), even with 
adverse weather conditions the first 15 
days. However, it wasn’t the attendance, 
record handle, quality of racing or the 
weather which gained the most attention, 
but Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm and 
trainer Ben Jones domination from start 
to finish. Calumet colorbearer Pensive 
won the meet’s first stakes (the Rowe 
Memorial) and last (Preakness), and in 
between Sun Again captured the Southern 


Maryland, Gittings and Dixie Handicaps, 
and Twilight Tear took the Pimlico Oaks 
and Rennert Handicap. 

Pensive made five starts during the Pimlico 
meet , winning three and finishing second in the 
other two. In between the April 29 Chesapeake 
Stakes and May 13 Preakness, he shipped to 
Kentucky to win the Derby. However, Twilight 
Tear was the stable’s bigger star, eventually being 
named that year’s top 3 year-old and Horse of 
the Year. 

I One race Pensive didn’t win was the 
Chesapeake, as Maryland-bred Gramp’s 
Image-named by breeder A.J. “Whitey” 
Abel for being the “spittenimage” to 
grandsire Man o’ War—held off the 
Calumet runner to score by a head. 



Foaled at Robert J. Walden’s historic 
Bowlingbrook Stud, Gramp’s Image was 
trained by Abel. He went on to finish 
fourth in the Preakness. 


10years ago 

1 The inaugural Charles Town Classic 
offered a $1 million tiered purse—Grade 1 
winners eligible for the full million, Grade 

2 winners ran for $750,000, Grade 3 
winners $600,000, and all others $500,000. 
The enticement worked, as among 

the 10 starters were Grade 1 winners 
Commentator, from the Nick Zito barn, 
and Mast Track, sent east by Bobby 
Frankel. 

Charles Town-based star Researcher, 
winner of the Grade 3 Queens County 
Handicap at Aqueduct the previous 
December, was not overlooked, going 
off as the 3-1 second choice. He galloped 
home a 214-length winner over the Tom 
Albertrani-trained Ea; Commentator 
finished fourth and Mast Track seventh. 
Researcher’s final time for the richest 
race around three turns was 1:49.86, just 
shy of the track mark he set in his previ¬ 
ous start. A Virginia-bred by Virginia 
stallion Two Smart, bred by the Virginia 
Tech Foundation Inc. and trained by Jeff 
Runco for Hermen Greenberg’s Rutledge 
Farm, the 5-year-old pushed his earnings 
to $676,809 with his 10th win in 17 starts. 

The gelding came back to repeat in 2010 
for new owner Kinross Corporation, who 
purchased him following the death of Greenberg 
that February. All runners competed for the 
$1 million. By year’s end, Researcher was on a 
new careerpath, starting over fences with trainer 
Neil Morris. In six steeplechase starts, he was 
second once (missing by a neck), fell once and 
was pulled up twice. He retired with a record 
of 35-13-7-2 and earnings of $1,396,079.

I 'Virginia Racing Industry Stymied On 
All Fronts” read the headline as writer Bill 
Finley examined its future. “The bottom 
line is a racing and breeding industry that 
is not only not growing but contracting. 
Realistic solutions? No one seems to have 
any.” 

Finley noted positives: “Colonial 
Downs is a nice facility with arguably 
the best turf course in the country, and 
Virginians are known to be passionate 
about horses.” But what it didn’t have 
were “. . . slot machines, or an off-track 
betting network that covers the most pop¬ 
ulous areas of the state, year-round racing 
or anything close to it, a healthy breeding 
industry or many influential politicians 
sympathetic to the industry’s myriad prob¬ 
lems.” 

I Familiar horsemen once again topped 
the Maryland standings as Laurel Park’s 
15-week winter meet concluded. Owner 
Robert Cole dominated when winning 


25 races from 67 starts (37 percent) and 
trainer Scott Lake had 44 wins, 12 more 
than second place John Rigattieri. Jeremy 
Rose took the jockey title with 50 wins, 
after starting the meet l-for-24. 

Fake has won 18 meet titles at Faurel and 
Pimlico from 2000-18, and nearly 1,200 of his 
6,000-plus wins have come at the two tracks. An 
Eclipse Award finalist and the nation’s leading 
trainer by wins four years in the 2000s, Take 
reached 6,000 wins at Parx April 22 with I’m 
the Talent—read more in this month’s Around 
the Ovals. 

I Only two of the eight starters finished 
the 113th Maryland Hunt Cup. The 
winner was Michele Maries chi (GB), 
guided home by 45-year-old George 
Hundt in his first Hunt Cup try. “I would 
have been happy just to finish,” said 
Hundt. “I was so focused on sticking to 
the game plan and being smart and not 
getting ahead of myself that it didn’t even 
register that I might win.” 

I Pennsylvania-based steeplechase trainer 
Janet Elliot and 1980 English Grand 
National winner *Ben Nevis II were 
to join Bob Baffert, Eddie Maple and 
horses Silverbulletday and Tiznow in the 
National Museum of Racing’s Hall of 
Fame. Elliot became the second woman 
elected, joining jockey Julie Krone, and 
was the first woman Hall of Fame trainer. 

A two-time Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner *Ben Nevis II campaigned for 
Redmond Stewart Jr. and was trained by 
his daughter Ann and her then-husband 
Charlie Fenwick Jr., who rode the gelding 
throughout his career. 
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50years ago 

I It took 26 minutes for Kentucky Derby 
winner Majestic Prince to become the 
official winner of the Preakness, after a 
claim of interference for an incident at the 
start by Braulio Baeza aboard runner-up 
Arts and Letters was disallowed. 

Trained by Hall of Fame rider John 
Longden and ridden by Hall of Famer Bill 
Hartack, Frank McMahon’s Majestic 
Prince remained undefeated in nine starts. 
Paul Mellon’s homebred Arts and Letters 
turned the tables on his archrival in the 
Belmont Stakes as the Virginia-bred won 
by 5M> lengths, with Majestic Prince sec¬ 
ond in what would be his final start. 

Arts and Letters went on to add the Jim 
Dandy, Travers, Woodward and Jockey Club 
Gold Cup and be named champion 3year-old, 
handicap horse and Horse oj the Year. Both colts 
were inducted into the Racing Hall oj Fame. 

I Philip S. Heisler, managing editor 
of the Baltimore Evening Sun , and his 
racing partner Virgil Christopher were 
the owners of Michigan Derby winner 
Berkley Prince, a Maryland-bred son of 
Country Life Farm stallion Rash Prince 
trained by 27-year-old J. William Boniface, 
the son of the Baltimore Sun's racing 
editor Bill Boniface. 

Having a stable for 10 years—nine with 
the late Dr. Webster Brown—and losing 
money only one of those years, Heisler

money. Our objective was to have fun and 
not go broke. There was only once that 
we had more than one horse in training.” 

I Stuart and Barbara Janney had four 
horses in training, all homebreds, and all 
were winners that year—two juveniles, 
and 3-year-old stakes winners Tyrant 
and Promise, the latter victorious in 
Arlington Park’s Equipoise Mile. Born at 
the Janney’s Locust Hill Farm in Glyndon, 
Md., Promise had previously finished 
third in Aqueduct’s Metropolitan Mile 
behind Arts and Letters and Nodouble. 
The son of The Irishman out of the 
Dedicate mare Vowed was trained by 
Frank Whiteley, who had taken over the 
Janneys’ stable the previous year. 

I The Fair Hill Races’ spring meet was 
an enormous success, as more than 10,000 
spectators turned out for the opening 
Wednesday session, and more than 14,000 
turned out three days later. The first day’s 



winners included Mrs. Jack S. Griswold’s 
Hasty Cobbler, trained by Jonathan 
Sheppard and ridden by Michael O’Brien, 
in the Kelso Steeplechase. On Saturday, 
the Foxcatcher Hounds Steeplechase 
was run over the new timber course and 
won by Island Stream, owned by G.T. 
Weymouth and trained by Dr. John R.S. 
Fisher. Island Stream was ridden by Doug 
Small Jr., subbing for Fisher, who was 
recovering from a broken collarbone 
when the same horse fell in the Radnor 
Hunt Cup. 


25years ago 

I Jack Fisher trained and rode his 
mother’s Revelstoke to victory in the 
100th anniversary running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. The Fisher family 
had long made its mark on the historic 
race-Jack’s father, Dr. John R.S. Fisher, 
won the race in 1969 and 1971 aboard 
Landing Party. Dr. Fisher’s uncle Janon 
Fisher Jr. and cousin Janon Fisher III 
campaigned three-time winner Mountain 
Dew, and Janon Fisher Jr. trained three¬ 
time winner Blockade. Jack’s mother, 
Dolly Fisher, was the granddaughter of 
John H. O’Donovan Sr., owner of three¬ 
time winner Garry Owen. 

The training operation of Jack Fisher 
and his wife Sheila, granddaughter of leg¬ 
endary horseman Stuart Janney Jr., was 
the subject of a feature story. Five years 
earlier, the couple joined forces to cam¬ 
paign Timber Horse of the Year Call 
Louis. Married since 1992, the Fishers had 
also produced in a few short years addi¬ 


tional timber champion Gus’s Boy, hurdle 
champion South of Java and Virginia 
Gold Cup winners Push and Pull and 
Saluter, the latter taking the Gold Cup a 
week after Revelstoke’s Hunt Cup win. 

Jack Fisher now trains the top steeple¬ 
chase stable in the country with 12 National 
Steeplechase Association championships and more 
than $16.4 million in earnings. 

I After guiding Arcadia Stable’s Buck 
Jakes to victory in the Grand National 
at Butler, Charlie Fenwick Jr. called it a 
career. “Everything came together for 
this race. Which meant that there would 
probably be no better time to quit,” said 
the 46-year-old Fenwick after winning 
his 10th Grand National. The five-time 
Maryland Hunt Cup-winning rider noted 
his final mount was “no doubt a Maryland 
Hunt Cup prospect.” 

Trained by Fenwick and ridden by Anne 
Moran, Buck Jakes won the Hunt Cup in 1995 
and 1997. 

I Maryland native John Michael Stanley 
Finney, who guided Fasig-Tipton through 
a period of tremendous growth from the

1960s into the 1980s, died several days 
before his 60th birthday. The son of 
revered horseman Humphrey S. Finney, 
he built upon his father’s legacy, enlarging 
Fasig-Tipton’s field of operations and 
guiding it through the heyday of the 
commercial market in the early 1980s.

Scenic Setting. Virginia’s Upperville Colt and Horse Show was organized in 1853, and is the oldest such show in 
the United States. Adjacent to Route 50 west of Middleburg, the show grounds still look much like this scene from 1960 
and feature rings and paddocks designed around a grove of oak trees. Col. Richard Henry Dulany, also the founder of the 
Piedmont Fox Hounds, established the horse show as a way to encourge better treatment of young horses and improve 
the local breeding stock. Today, the show lasts two weeks and features some of the top horses and riders in the world. 


Photojournalist A. Aubrey Bodine, who worked at the Baltimore Sun for 50 years —from 1920 until his death 
in 1970—captured many scenes of Maryland horses, farms and racing. He was regarded worldwide as one of 
the finest pictorialists of the 20th century. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred features his work in Past Time.
